How to Make a Chinese Fighting 


Kite—A Bright Alfarata—Chuck- 
ing the Dummy. 


For boys who like fun there are the 
fighting kites, modeled upon those of the 
Chinese, the greatest kite flying nation 
on earth, to whom, however, of late the 
kite fliers of the United States have 
been giving points and beating at their 
own game. The fighting kite may be 
made on a model described by the New 
York Sun. For this a third stick of the 
same length as the two sticks that form 
the X of a well made high flying kite is 
used. This is fastened in position so that 
its lower end just crosses the center of 
the X. The cord that goes around the 
kite is stretched to the upper point as 
well as around the frame. The top of 
this third long stick should be made very 
sharp. The paper is put on and the kite 
balanced in the usual way. 

When this kite is flown, instead of 
sailing steadily all the time it darts 
here and there, being sometimes hori- 
gontal with its spear in front, and if it 
comes across another kite it will spear 
it.

SOLD SOUL TO SATAN, 


Superstitions Belief of Italians Con- 
cerning Giovanni Quaranta, 


He Belonged to a Society of 
Devil Worshippers. 


Murder Mystery Bids Fair to Be Explained by 
Little Black Book. 


Providence, May 4. — The Quaranta 
murder mystery may soon be explained, 
due to the exertions of Count Alberto, 
the Italian vice consul at New York, and 
Dr. M. A. Spagnolo of thiscity. The dis- 
coveries made by these gentlemen are 
described in Coroner Lincoln's report. 

Quaranta was an Italian laborer, re- 
siding in the Charles street colony. He 
was employed by the city street depart- 
ment under the name of John Foye. 
Late last August he mysteriously dis- 
appeared, his body being afterward 
found in Leonard pond. A long section 
of heavy fron pipe had been attached to 
his body, his skull had been fractured by 
a blow from a club, and the autopsy 
brought out the fact that he had been 
alive when he struck the water. Butthe 
police came to the opinion that the man 
had committed suicide, and dropped the 
case. 

According to the general belief, Gio- 
vanni Quaranta was a man of mystery. 
All his neighbors believed that he had 
sold his soul to the devil. They said that 
he had a strange influence over them. 

This was explained in the investiga 
tion made by Count Alberto and Dr. 
Spagnolo, when a black book, found iv 
the man’s trunk, was discovered to be 
the manual of a secret society of dev 
worshippers. Complete rules are giver 
When the devil appeared he would pre 
sent a compact to the would-be devote® 
and would agree to serve him in eve. 
way in return for his soul, which must be 
given in payment at the end of 20 years. 

The manual also gives many praye, 
to the devil. Oneis: “O, Great Lucifes 
I command you to come to me in accord 
ance with your agreement, without lous 
noise or vile smell, that you tmnay heat 
my wishé and that you may grant 
them.” 

The book then provides that if th 
devil does not appear, the devotee shal 
say: “O, Great Lucifer, I have calk 
upon youand you have notanswered L 
you do not come now, by the power o 
this compact I shall give you no rest, 
wherever you may be until you answer 
ine.” 

In the trunk with this volume 
blank book, filled with letters address 
to the evil on*, and in this book was als 
found the compact alleged to have beet 
made between Quaranta and Lucifes 
himself. The autograph of the Prince o1 
Devils corresponds with that shown in 
the original black book. 

Rules are also given for the protectioi 

f the life of the devil's servant, and the

hiereglyphics shown by the coroner are; 


said to have been found tattooed upon 
the body of the dead man. By the useof 
these it was imagined that his life was 


secure from Ceath by steel, poison or 
bullets. 

Long before his disappearance it was 
common talk in the North Find that 


Quaranta was a man to be avoided. One 
said that he raised a thunder storm of 
great violence, and according to angther 
he had shown him the devil and offered 
to allow him to talk with him, but the 
man became frightened and ranaway. 

If it had not been for the two Italian 
gentlemen the mystery might never have 
reached the present step toward solu- 
tion. While no names are as yet men- 
tioned as those of the probable murder- 
ers, it is stated that there is good evi- 
dence as to their identity. 

Quaranta came from Italy but a few 
years ago, and left a wife and children 
there. Up to the time of his death he 
sent them the greater part of his wages, 
and the Italian consul at New York is 
now in communication with them. 


Tremont Temple Dedication. 

Boston, May 4.—The new Tremont 
Temple, the largest and most magnifi- 
cent Baptist house of worship in New 
England, was thronged all day yester- 
day and last evening, it being the open- 
ing of the week of dedication. In the 
course of his dedicatory sermon, the pas- 
tor, Rev. Dr. George C. Lorimer, an- 
nounced that the building and appoint- 
ments had cost $510,000, and this, with 
the value of the land upon which the 
temple was erected, brought the value of 
the property to over $1,000,000. The serv- 
ice opened with a doxology, followed by 
the Invocation, which was asked by Rev. 
Dr. William Howe. Dr. Lorimer then 
led in a responsive reading, entitled, 
“God and His Temple.” Rev. A. J. Row- 
land, D.D., cf Philadelphia, read Psalm 
exxxil. The statement of the chairman 
of the building committee was read, after 
which Rev. J. N. Murdock made the dedi- 
catory prayer. The musical portion of 
the service was superbly conducted, and 
was very beautiful. The exercises will 
continue throughout the coming week. 


Dr. Lee Again Arrested. 

New Haven, May 4.—A new phase in 
the case of Dr. J. E. Lee, charged with 
the murder of Maggie Schloss of An- 
sonia, who died in a hotel in this city 
about three years ago, as the alleged 
result of criminal THe IpERCECe, was de- 
veloped yesterday afternoon with the 
surrender of Dr. Lee by his bondsmen, 
and his subsequent arrest by Deputy 
Sheriff Higgins on a warrant issued by 
Justice of the Peace Bishop. Lee has 
been out of jail only a few days, after 
having a similar charge against him, 
in causing the death of Mrs. Miller, nolle 
prossed.

WITH A MIGHTY CRASH 


A Building at Cincinnati Collapses 
and Buries Many People. 


Six Persons Killed and Many 
Badly Injured. 


Awful Scene When the-Full Extent of the Dis- 
aster Became Known. 


Cincinnati, May 5.—This city and vi- 
cinity was wildly excited last night over 
the explosion of a large tank of gasoline, 
which completely demolished the five- 
gtory building 430 and 432 Walnut street. 
The wildest reports were current as to 
the loss of life. Before midnight it was 
known that six were killed and 18 
wounded, but the work of removing the 
debris had proceeded so slowly that the 
general estimate of the killed and 
wounded greatly exceeded that num- 
ber. All those who have been rescued 
had been on the second floor, except 
some who were thrown out into the 
street. While this work was going on, 
holes were cut through the foundations 
of adjacent buildings and debris was 


taken out, and three lives were saved by | 


persons being rescued in that manner. 

A most touching scene occurred when 
Fireman John McCarthy found his 
brother pinioned under a heavy beam 
and begging the men above to kill him. 
McCarthy said there were three men 
near him, and they were alive. The 
most heroic efforts to liberate these suf- 
ferers were made.

He had just 
secured a new engine from Lafayette, 
Ind., intending to start it last night for 
motive power in furnishing incandescent 
lights. Among the guests at the Gibson 
House, across the street, were the Bos- 
ton Baseball club.

Sev- 
eral people were slightly hurt in these 
stampedes. The ground story of 4: 
Walnut street was occupied by A. G. 
Drach asa saloon. He owned that part 
of the building, and the other was 
owned by M. Goldsmith, and the first 
floor of the building at 430 Walnut street 
Was also occupied by a saloon, run by 
Louis Fay. The upper floors of the five- 
story building were occupied as flats. 

It is not known how many people were 
in the flats, or how many were in the 
saloon, but none escaped, as the build- 
ing immediately collapsed. There was 
no fire to consume the debris and make 
certain death of all in the building, but 
the dust and dirt continued flying so 
densely that the work of rescuing the 
victims proceeded with great difficulty, 
although the police and firemen rallied 
heroically to the work. 

The saloons were said to be quite full 
of people. One of the barkeepers who 
was not on duty at the time and escaped, 
lived in one of the upper flats, and was 
wild with grief because he knew that his 
wife and four children were in the ruins. 
One of his children was recovered, dead, 
soon after the explosion, 

There are wild reports about the ex- 
tent of the loss of life. Six bodies have

that there are many more. The firemen

sides of the wreck, while police are keep- | 


ing the place clear and protecting the 
work that is going on to rescue the vic- 
tims.

Although all possible efforts were made 
to clear up the place, it is considered that 
it will be impossible to ascertain the loss 
of life before this afternoon. The loss 
in property is quite large. 

John J. James of the Salt Lake City 
Herald was just leaving the Gibson 
House at the time of the explosion, and, 
with his heavy grip, was blown into the 
doorway of an adjoining store. He was 
knocked senseless. Nolan Davitt was 
walking along the street at the time of 
the explosion, and was blown under a 
street car and killed. Cal Grim, a de- 
tective, who worked up the evidence 
against Scott Jackson and Walling for 
the murder of Pearl Bryan, is among 
those known to have been in Drach’s 
saloon at the time.

As the night passed the scene about the 
wrecked building became more distress- 
ing then ever. Wemen whose husbanés 
and sons had not reached home by 10 or 
11 o'clock came down to Fountain square 
and filled up the space about the govern- 
ment building, where they were weep- 
ing and crying about their friends being 
In the wreckage. There were quite a 
number of men among’ these weeping 
ones. Several men felt confident that 
their sons were among the victims.

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WEATHER AND GROPS. 


Pleasant Days and Cool Nights During 
the Past Week. 
Frost In the Ground In the 
Northern States. 


Dryness of the Ground In Southern States Re- 
tards Growth of Plants. 


Boston, May 5. — The United States 
department of agriculture issues the fol- 
lowing climate and crop service of the 
weather bureau for the New England 
section: 

The weather for the week ending May 
4, 1896. in New England, has been gener- 
ally pleusant, but cool. Only light show- 
ers have fallen in any section, and while 
the condition of the ground is very fa- 
vorable for work and the reception of 
seed on low lands and fields that are 
naturally wet and late, over much of our 
district the top of the ground is too dry 


and seeds fail to germinate as they 
should. Cool winds have prevailed and 


several nights have given white frosts; 
no damage of amount Is reported from 
any section. 

There is still some ice and snow in the 
woods in the north, but farm work has 
been pushed as fast as possible. In the 
south a great part of the seeding and 


considerable planting has been done. 
Fruit is just coming into bloom, and gen- 
erally promises well. 

Correspondents from Maine report 


pleasant days, but very [frosty nights 
during the week. Grass starts very 
slowiy, and a warm, copious rain is 
needed. Frost is still in the ground in 
many places. There has been little farm- 


ing done except in sheltered and warimn 
places. One correspondent in Kenne- 
bec county reports that the conditions 
are very favorable so far for the apple 
bloom. 


Plowing is going on rapidly in all the 
southern part of New Hampshire, and on 
intervales and lowlands the dry weather 
is a benefit, as the land can be worked 
much earlier than usual. On uplands it 
is too dry, and rain is needed before seeds 


will germinate.” In the extreme north 
there is still considerable ice and snow in 
the woods. On the morning of May lice 


formed to the thickness of one-quarter 
inch at West Milan, and the minimum 
thermometer registered 22 
Sharp frosts have been noted all over the 
state, but no damage has been reported 
except to an occasional fruit tree which 
more d than its fellows 
Grass is improving, but there are few 
cattle out to pasture yet. Few old

boro county much of last spring and fall 
seedings ere winter lled, and some 
fall seed fields are being replowed. One 


correspondent in Rockingham county re- 
ports it has been a hard winter for straw- 
berries, some fall set beds being entirely 
killed by the freezing and thawing. 

The top of the ground is getting very 
dry over most of Vermont, and a warm, 
showery spell needed for the best 
growth of grass and grain. Cattle are 
getting part of their feed in the pastures, 
and occasionally a pasture is found that 
will give plenty of feed to a few head of 
stock. It is good weather for team work, 
and it is being carried on rapidly—plow- 
ing, hauling dressing, etc., being the 
work of the day. The nights have given 
white fros but no damage has 
been reported. Sheep shearing is being 
done. Report comes from Addison 
county that grass on newly seeded land 
and on old meadows was Badly 
killed out during the winter. 

There was pienty of sunshine in Mas- 
sachusetts during the week, but the gen- 
eral complaint is that seeds are starting 
slowly, and that the plants that are up 
are nearly at a standstill. There have 
been prevailing cool winds, and with the 
frosty nights and dryness of the sur- 
face of the ground, the explanation of 
the slowness of growth is given. Rhu- 
barb and asparagus are la > enough 
for use in the southern Connecticut 
valley and in the eastern part of the 
State, but the last named plant does not 
push along as usual. Team work has 
progressed rapidly, however, and a gocd 
deal of seed of all kinds have been put 
in during the week, though some farm- 
ers are Waiting for the ground to get well 
warmed up before putting in 
Raspberries and strawberries were 
winter killed to some extent in Worces- 
ter county, bothin the northern part and 
in the vicinity of Worcester. The cor- 
respondent in Hampden county reports 
that the droughts of the past two years 
are seriously shown in killed-out pas- 
tures and mowings. Fertile meadows 
are looking fairly well, but many spots 
show the killing-out by ice. Cherry and 
plum trees are in blossom, and show up 
well. Pears and apples are on the point 
of bloom, and while the former promise 
a scant blossom, the latter are very full 
of buds. There is no general complaint 
of damage by the frosts, but the cor- 
respondent in Bristol county thinks 
there may have been some damage to 
apple buds, though it is not apparent 
yet. Small fruits appear full of buds in 
most places. 

The temperature averaged quite low 
in Rhode Island during the week, and 
the nights have been cool and frosty, 
And ice formed on lowlands en May 1 
and 2, Except slight showers on the 
afternoon of the 3d, no rain has fallen, 
and the top of the ground is very dry. 
Plowing and seeding is well advanced, 
but little planting has been done in most 
places. Streams are very for thd 
Beason. 

Vegetation has made a rather slow 
growth during the week in Conne cticut, 
owing to the cool nights and prevailing 
easterly winds. Yet the conditions are 
not entirely unfavorable, and the sea- 
son is considered still ahead of the aver- 
age. Farm work has been rapidly 
pushed, and most of the sowing and most 
planting is done. The grass looks well 
on fieids, but is slow to start in pastufes 
and no great amount of stock is yet out 
Winter rye lobks well, Strawberries 
were much winter killed in parts of 'Tol- 
lard county. In Litchfield county, fruits 
are full of buds. Pears and some apples 
are coming out in the warmest sections 
and are promising. Peaches are bloom- 
spel pin sab SRT places.

Philadelphia, May 6.—Counsel for Mrs. 
Pietzel has received a letter from H. H. 
Holmes offering Mrs. Pietzel a house and 
lot in Chicago, clear of all encumbrances, 
and $2000 in cash, 
ting him a reprieve. 
execution postponed until May 18. 
attention will be paid to the letter. 

Rev. Father Daily, who has been daily 
visiting and preparing Holmes for the 
final scenes on the scaffold, it ls thought, 
has now completed all arrangements. 
Holmes will make his last, and this time 
it will be a true confession, to the priest, 
and receive the finalsacrament. He has 
been learning the litany and other 
prayers for the dead for days, and when 
he mounts the scaffold will die with the 
chant of the Roman Catholic church on 
his lips. 

Every arrangement has been made for 
the execution, and all the cards that will 
be issued are now out. Few outside of 
the jury and newspaper representatives 
will be allowed to view the hanging. The 
instrument of death will be erected in 
the corridor between the galleries, and 
the steps leading therefrom used as the 
approach to the platform. 

The prison officials say that Holmes 
has become very gentle and never loses 
his calmness. He does not discuss his 
approaching death, but has become thor- 
oughly resigned toit. There is a grow- 
ing impression that he will calmly as-

his death. It is believed, however, that 
he will make a statement on the gallows, 
but his counsel, Samuel P. Rotan, does 
not believe that he will make a sensa- 
tional scene. 

Until with the last few days Holmes 
has never seemingly given up hope, if 
not of a commutation of his sentence, at 
least of a reprieve,

day he seemed to realize fully that the

They believe that if they can prove him 
innocent of that crime they may be able 
to get a stay of proceedings In Philadel- 
phia.

Holmes began the solemn preparations 
for the salvation of his blackened soul 
yesterday. He prayed all day, and when 
dark came he was visited by the priest 
in the garb of forgiveness, and the be- 
ginning of the end then took place. The 
murderer kneeled, and with bowed head 
declared himself unworthy in the eyes 
of his Maker, and begged for the forgive- 
ness which was granted the penitent 
thief on the cross, 

Holmes began his fast at 12 o’clock last 
night, which lasted until this morning, 
when he partook of the communion, 

Then for the first time Holmes had be- 

me a communicant of the Roman 
Catholic church. The symbolic wafer 
which was carried on the chalice by the 
priest was then swallowed through the 
lips that have lied, and the murderer 
was then ready, after a breakfast, to be- 
gin the devotions immediately preceding 
the march to the scaffold. These de- 
vctions, including the recital of the 
litany for the dead and other prayers 
for the dying, were mingled at times 
with the chant of the priest, and the 
pleadings for forgiveness. Holmes had 
been studying them since Father Dalley 
first visited him, and he knew the pray- 
ers by heart. He went to the gallows 
vith these on his Nps and died with a 
prayer of forgiveness just as the last 
sight of the world faded away forever 
from his view. 

It was learned yesterday that Holmes 
had, in reality, been the sole agent in 
bringing Mrs. Pitezel to this city, and 
that his only object was to have her ap- 
pear before either the governor or the 
board of pardons, and, by appealing, 
secure him a further lease on his life, 
which was blotted out forever this morn- 
ing. 

Mrs. Pitezel came here solely at the 
instigation of Holmes himself, and her 
presence here was due to one of the 
greatest coups ever made by king or 
diplomat.

It was even 
stated on good authority that she feared 
the stories told about his “evil eye,” and 
that was why sh idn’t go to the prison. 
She knew that if she once saw Holmes} 
behind the bars her heart would again 
be moved by that strange power which 
he wielded once over the whole family, 
a 2 she would be induced to obey him 

icitly,and thats He would come away 
willin ig to go before a pardoning are dto 
plead for the lite of the man who had 
wronged, yet hypnotized her. And this, 
in fact, was just what Holmes had hoped 
to do. 

Since that time it develops that 
Holmes’ actual intention was to have 
Mrs. Pietzel plead for his life. That such 
was the case was shown by a letter which 
he wrote to her lawyer, Thomas A. Fahy, 
under date of May 1, and which the 
lawyer made public for the first time 
yesterday. 

The letter shows that Holmes all along 
built high hopes on winning over Mrs. 
Pitezel to plead his case for him, The 
wily criminal knew that her words would 
have more effect than a dozen legal 
pleaders, and he knew that if she spoke 
at all, it meant a respite — possibly 
months more of life. It was not pity for 
the woman that engendered the thought. 
[t was simply a move in the great game 
he was playing against awful odds, and 
when the news of her refusal to see him 
or have anything to do with him reached 
him in the darkness of his cell, he knew 
that the game was lost, and that the 
stake—his own miserable life—went with 
it.

VOICE OF CALIFORNIA, 


McKinley Is Endorsed In an Out-and- 
Qut Free Silver Platform, 


An Element of Uncertainty 
Regarding Indiana. 


Looks All McKinley's Way, but Harrison Men 
May Make a Stampede. 


Sacramento, May 7.—The McKinley 
enthusiasts completely captured the 
Republican state convention yesterday, 
although the district delegates elected 
from the Fourth congressional district 
were unpledged, and were mostly Allison 
Supporters. The 60 district delegates 
will probably be of the same political 
complexion, but the other 14 are bound 
to McKinley by the strongest pledges 
that could be framed. After eulogizing 
the American protective tariff system, as 
advocated by Blaine and McKinley, the 
platform committee submitted the fol- 
lowing 

“A delegate to the national convention 
is charged with a public trust, with the 
execution of the public mandate. Will- 
iam McKinley of Ohio is the choice of 
the people of the state of California for 
the nomination for President of the 
United States. There we endorse him 
for such nomination, and our delegates 
are hereby instructed to vote for him 
and to use their best endeavors to pro- 
cure his nomination.” 

George A. Knight charged that the 
McKinley plank in the platform was not 
strong e noug h and offered the following 
substitute, which was adopted amid en- 
thuslastic cheering: 

“Resolved, That the Republicans of 
California, while recognizing the ear- 
nest worth and fitness of each of the dis- 
tinguished statesmen of their party 
whose names have been mentioned as 
aspirants for the presidential nomina- 
tion at St. Louis, and while pledging in 
advance the electoral vote of the Golden 
State to the Republican nominee, who- 
ever he may be, hereby declare that the 
emphatic sentiment of California is in 
favor of the nomination of that wise and 
able statesman, that pure and unsullied 
patriot, that true and loyal American, 
that peerless champion of protection, 
William McKinley of Ohio, and the dele- 
gates from this state are hereby directed 
and instructed to work and vote for the 
success of the said William McKinley as 
long as there is a reasonable prospect of 
his nomination. 

The convention came out s 
silver, in the following declaration, 
which was enthusiastically adopted: 
“We favor the free and unlimited coin- 


squarely for 


age of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1, and 
the making of silver, as well as gold,a 


legal tender in payment of all debts 
both public and private.” 

The following was the convention's 
declaration regarding public schools: 
“We heartily recognize the right to es- 
tablish schools through private enter- 
Prise, but we demand that none but non- 
sectarian, free public schools shall re- 
ceive public aid.” 


For delegates-at-large, the following 


were elected on the first ballot: John 
D. Spreckles, George A. Knight, U. S 


Grant, Jr., and L. A. Sheldon 
Lynch was nominated for 
governor, and then the convention ad-

NM'KINLEY OR HARRISON? 


Ohio Man's Friends Sure of Hoosier Vct2, but 
Time Alone Will Tell. 


Indianapolis, May 7.—That the Indi- 
ana Republican convention will instruct 
its delegates for McKinley today seems 
anassured fact. Eight out of 13 districts 
in the state conventions held last even- 
ing instructed their representatives on 
the resolutions committee to vote for 
the incorporation of McKinley resolu- 
tions in the platform, and one district, 
the fourth, refused to vote against in- 
structions, merely tabling the resolution. 
The McKinley and anti-McKinlev forces 
alike have agreed to settle the matter 
unless the unexpected happens, and the 
expected in this instance is the nature of 
a@ speech which it is vaguely rumored 
General Harrison may make at the con- 
vention, 

The ex-president has been invited to 
address the gathering, and what he may 
do and say, providing he accepts the in- 
Vitation, is the element of uncertainty 
in the situation. Itis generally believed 
that the general will appear, and it is 
also generally believed that no impend- 
ing sensation is hidden under that ap- 
| earance. Disquieting rumors. are 
floating about Republican quarters to 
the effect that a stampede to Harrison 
will follow his address, 

The fact that both ex-United States 
Marshal Daniel Ramsdell and John C. 
New are out in interviews, declaring 
that no McKinley instructions will be 
adopted if the ex-president makes ea 
speech, is pointed to as significant, in 
view of the fact that he has not refused 
the invitation, but the McKinley people 
laugh at the talk, and declare that they 
will have a walkover. Mr. Harrison 
maintains silence, and has not even an- 
nounced his determination to address 
the convention, although he has prac- 
tically admitted that he expects to do so.

Bucking Culberson. 

Austin, May 7.—Owing to the warmth 
with which the financial question has 
been agitated in Texas, the people are 
confronted with two candidates for gov- 
ernor. One is Charles Culberson, the 
present incumbent, and the other is ex- 
Governor O. M. Roberts, who after 10 
years of private life, and in the twilight 
of his age, comes out for the rescue of the 
Democratic party, as he terms it. He 
charges that the party is In the clutches 
of a ring headed by Culberson that are 
doing it bodily harm, and that its lead- 
ers are trying to take the whole Demo- 
cratic party of Texas into the national 
silver party at its meeting in St. Louis 
in July. The ex-governor tells the peo- 
ple that if they will follow his lead he 
will take them out of the grasp of these 
schemers. The announcement has 
caused a perfect furore in political cir- 
cles, 


Gorman’s Prediction. 

Baltimore, May 7.—Senator Gorman 
was in the city yesterday, to attend a 
meeting of the Democratic state centra 
committee. After the meeting, he lis- 
cussed the coming national campaign, 
and incidentally made the following 
prediction regarding the currency ques- 
tion: “That question will, in my opinion, 
; cut no figyre in the campaign this year,” 
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lieutenant} 


said he. “Both parties will adopt the 
same sort of resolutions on the currency, 
and willl favor the present gold standard. 
Both parties will, in their platforms, 
oppose free coinage, and therefore, that 
question will not enter into the national 
contest this year. Of course, there will 
be a fight at Chicago over the money 
plank, as well as over other parts of the 
platform, just as there have been in the 
past, but the sound money advocates 
wili undoubtedly win.” 


In Michigan. 

Detroit, May 7.—Michigan delegates to 
the Republican national convention, to 
be selected at the state convention, will 
go strongly pledged to support McKin- 
ley. The delegates from all of the con- 
gressional districts are already so in- 
structed. The action to be taken on the 
money question is as yet problematical. 
The question of paramount interest, ap- 
parently, is the selection of a chairman 
of the state central committee to suc- 
ceed Senator MeMillan, but it is regard- 
ed as settled that D. M. Ferry will be the 
chairman.

Holmes Was Cool aeen Apparently 
Thoughtless as to Future, 


His Previous Stories Denied 
on the Scaffold. 


Story of His Career and the Crimes Which 
Were Attributed to Him.

Philadelphia, May 8.—The body of H. 
H. Holmes, as the world best knows him, 
lies in a vault at Holy Cross cemetery. 
His last confession was: 

“Gentlemen, I have very few words to 
Bay, in fact, I would make no statement 
at this time, except that by not speak- 
ing I would appear to acquiesce in life 
in my execution. I only want to say 
that the extent of my wrongdoings in 
taking human life consisted in the 
deaths of two women, they having died 
at my hands as the result of criminal 
cperation. I wish toalso state, however, 
so that there will be no misunderstand- 
ing hereafter, I am not guilty of taking 
the lives of any of the Pitezel family, 
the three children or the father, Ben- 
jamin F. Pitezel, of whose death I am 
now convicted, and for which Iam today 
to be hanged. That is all.” 

These were almost his last words. The 
cap was adjusted, a low-toned query, 
“Are you ready?” and ee e qually low- 
toned response, ‘‘Yes, good-by,"’ and the 
trap was sprung. 

The neck was broken, and there were 
a few convulsive twitches of the limbs 
that continued for about 10 minutes, 
The trap was sprung at precisely 10:12:30 
and 15 minutes later Holmes was pro- 
nounced dead, though the body was not 
cut down until 10:45. 

The crime of which H. H. Holmes, or 
Herman W. Mudgett, was convicted 
and for which he suffered the death 
penalty on the gallows, was the murder 
of Benjamin F. Pitezel, ane of his part- 
ners in crime and a sharer in the spoils 
of other murders.

On the breast of the corpse lies a small, 
silver cross, bearing the words, “H. W.

Mrs. Carrie A. PHezel, widow of the 
man for whose murder Helmes was 
hanged, was seen after the execution.

Q. Y.¢. IMPROVEMENT 


The Proposed Changes at Club 
House to be Made. 


A special meeting of the Quincy Yacht 
club was held in the ward room, City Hall, 
Thursday evening to to take action on the 
plans prepared by the executive committee 
for improvements to the club house, 


Commodore Pettengill presided and after 
reading the call he briefly outlined the 
proposed changes and said it was for the 
benefit of the club that they should be 
made, 

It was proposed to build a colonial 
portico over the main entrance. A piazza 
on the side over which there would be a 
ladies’ room. From the upper piazza a 
stairway would lead to lower piazza, thus 
doing away with the necessity of passing 
through the locker room in order to reach 
the float. The present ladies’ room would 
be altered into a reading and smoking 
room for the members, and would havea 
chimney and open fire place built of beach 
stone, 

The cost of these improvements had 
been estimated at $641 and a member has 
agreed to loan the club $600 at 5 per cent. 
From $100 to $150 could be paid every 
year, and besides making the club house 
more attractive it would tend to bring in 
new members and keep the present mem- 
bers more united. 

The estimates for the several improve- 


ments were: Portico, $315; chimney 
and fire place, $109; plumbing, $97; 


sheathing, $85; stairway, $35; making a 
total of S641. 

After some little discussion the executive 
committee were authorized to commence 
work immediately on the improvements 
and the treasurer was authorized to borrow 
$600, or so much thereof as necessary, and 
give the club’s note for the same, The 
meeting then adjourned.

Educational “ Fads.” 
The Norwood Advertiser in its issue of 
Saturday does not speak very compli- 


mentary of Col. Parker's ‘*‘ fads.”’ 

‘* Recent discussions on the subject of 
education in the public schools reveal the 
fact that the reign of ‘“fads’’ is nearly 
over, and that common sense methods and 
topics are to be given their Old-time promi- 
nence again. This is a hopeful sign for 
the children and a good omen for the pub- 
lic schools. Col. Parker of Quincy and a 
few high salaried superintendents of 
schools, together with the aid of some of 
the cranky members of the Massachusetts 
Board of Education, were the means of 
doing much injury to the schools by sub- 
stituting ‘‘ fads” for the more solid work. 
Natural science and various other things 
were of more importance than numbers, 
language, reading and spelling. But in 
practical life it was soon found that correct 
spelling, good English and readiness in 
numbers were more useful than the knowl- 
edge of ‘bugs’? and ‘‘ how beans grow.” 
The fads hereafter will take secondary 
place, and the spelling-book and arith- 
metic be more in evidence. Some new 
and good methods of teaching have been 
introduced within the past generation. 
The quality of teaching is better, but 
nothing can be substituted for close, hard 
study or the three R’s. Persistent drill is 
what is needed to teach the young idea 
bow to shoot and hit the mark,”’

| A BIT OF EVIDENCE.

On the morning of the 26th of No- 
vember I read in the Rutland Herald 
the following note: ‘‘Murder! Printers 
of newspapers throughout the United 
States are desired to publish that Ste- 
phen Boorn of Manchester in Vermont 
is sentenced to be executed for the mur- 
der of Russell Colvin, who has been ab- 
sent about seven years. Any person who 
can give information of said Colvin 
may save the life of the innocent by 
making immediate communication. 
Colvin about 5 feet 5 inches high, 
light complexion, light hair, blue eyes 
and about 40 years old.”’ 

This communication was copied gen- 
erally by newspapers and created a 
great deai of interest. Before describ- 
ing events that followed, let us go back 
some years and to the little town of 
Manchester. 

3arney Boorn, an old man, had two 
sons, Stephen and Jesse, anda daughter 
Sarah, wife of Russell Colvin, a half 
witted laborer. They were a bad lot— 
poor, ignorant and in bad repute for 
honesty. ‘Two hovels served them for 
shelter, and a few acres of pine barrens 
constituted all their possessions. They 
raised a few potatoes and garden vege- 
tables and eked out a scanty livelihood. 

In May, Colvin was at home. In June 
he was missing. At first this occasioned 
no remark. He was always a tramp. 
But this time he did not come back. As 
weeks grew into months inquiries 
gan to be made among the neighbors 
about the missing man. There are no 
tongues for gossip like those that wag 
in a Yankee village. One spoke to an- 
other. Excitement grew. Wonder, like 
acontagious disease, affected everybody. 

It was known that there had long ex- 
isted between the old man and boys a 
grudge against Colvin.

UNDULY EXCITED, 


Spanish Newspapers Again Harping on United 
States’ Interference. 
Madrid, May 11.—There are evidences 
ef growing popular excitement in Spain 
over the attitude of the United States 
government toward the question of the 
filibusters captured on board the Com- 
petitor. The riots and outbreaks of 
popular hatred toward the United States 
at the time of the passage through con- 
gress of the resolutions favoring th 
recognition of the Cubans as belligerents 
have not been forgotten. 
And the sentiments which caused them 
are but smoldering. The Spanish goy- 
ernment has, on all possible occasions, 
expressed its appreciation of, and satis- 
faction with, the efforts made by the 
United States government to prevent, as 
far as lay in its power, the giving of un- 
lawful aid to the Cuban insurgents by 
citizens of the United States. But the 
widespread sympathy felt for the in- 
surgents in the United States is well 
recognized by the Spanish people, and 
the news of expeditions from the United 
States landed from time to time in Cuba 
creates intense irritations, 
The news of the capture of the men 
on the Competitor was received with 
great enthusiasm and rejoicing. It was 
felt to be the first opportunity that had 
been offered to make an example of 
those engaged in feeding the insurrec- 
tion.

“Nothing New” 

Washington, May 11.—If any official 
news has been recelved by the govern- 
ment in Washington regarding the 
Americans captured aboard the Com- 
petitor by the Spaniards and condemned 
by court-martial to be shot, diligent in- 
quiry fails to disclose its nature. Sec- 
retary Olney, to whom a note was}ad- 
dressed on the subject, replied that 
there was nothing new to make public. 
Inquiry in congressional circles among 
those directly interested in the case of 
one of the men—Milton—shows that no 
additional facts have been received by 
them. Senator Pasco of Florida, who 
has taken especjal interest in the cases, 
believes that the Spanish government 
will not be inclined toward hasty action, 
as in the present state of public feeling 
any summary decision by it may lead to 
serious consequences, The fact that the 
Habana officials have referred the ex- 
ecution of sentence to Madrid is a source 
of gratification to those interested in 
the prisoners’ fate, and inspires the be- 
lief that some leniency may be shown. 
It is not improbable that an effort may 
be made in congress during the coming 
week, by resolution, to acquaint the 
public with the facts in the case, by call- 
ing on the president for information, 
and requesting him to take such steps 
as will give the condemned men a civil 
trial.

Spain’s Policy. 

Madrid, May 12.—The cortes reassem- 
bled yesterday. The speech from the 
throne announces a measure aiming to 
establish in the Antilles an administra- 
tion of @ purely local character, giving 
the country control of its own finance, 
while maintaining intact Spain's sov- 
ereign rights. The speech declares that 
Spain has fulfilled beyond measure the 
promises she made to the Cubans after 
the frst rebellion. he relations with 
foreign powers, the speech says, are ex- 
cellent. The correct and friendly at- 
titude of the (South and Central) Ameri- 
can republics, in the presence of the Cu- 
ban rebellion, it says, serves to prove 
that each day develops still more the 
interests binding them to Spain. In the 
United States, despite the efforts of pub- 
lic opinion in the contrary direction, the 
president and his government have not 
separated themselves from the line of 
conduct and the loyal friendship which 
have always existed between the two 
countries since the creation of the re- 
public. The speech praises the conduct 
of the army and navy during the strug- 
gie in Cuba. The government ts active- 
ly occupied with an increase of the de- 
fense for the peninsula and for the col- 
onies. The army will soon be provided 
with new pattern rifles and complete 
artillery equipment. Spain has already 
increased her navy by 25 gunboats and 
other vessels. An extraordinary budget 
will be presented to provide for the 
acquisition of new ships and for improv- 
ing the arsenals. 


Killed by a Blow. 


New Britain, Conn., May 12.—Coroner 
Taintor held an inquest yesterday on the 
body of John Houlihan, who died from 
injuries received in a prize fight last 
Thursday afternoon. No verdict has 
been rendered yet, but the autopsy 
ehowed that Houlihan’s death was due 
to hemorrhage of the brain, caused by 
a blow. There were no signs of sun- 
stroke, as was first said to be the cause 
of Houlihan becoming unconscious. No 
arrests have yet been made. The police, 
however, have information of about 25 
who attended the fight, and it is believed 
that when the coroner renders his ver- 
dict they will be brougkt into court.

an editorial: Spain is well advised in 
ylelding to Mr. Oiney’s demand for de- 
lay. She has thus averted an explosion 
of popular indignation in the United 
States which no administration, however 
pacifically disposed, could have resisted. 
lt is extremely fortunate that the sen- 
tences have not been summarily exe- 
cuted, so that Spain tis able to avert an 
unappeasable quarrel. A friendly dis- 
cussion of the points of issue will give 
time for angry passions on both sides to 
cool. it will not be denied that Spain 
has the right on her side, but to insist 
upon the letter of her rights would be in 
the highest degree impolitic. The United 
States can make a strong case on merely 
technical grounds. Spain can hardly 
seriously advance the quibble that the 
privilege of a civil trial (to American 
citizens under the treaty) only belongs 
to residents in Cuba, while, in face of the 
death sentence, it could not be hoped 
that trregularities in the trial would be 
overlooked. If President Cleveland had 
yielded to the pressure to acknowledge 
the-insurgents as belligerents, the Com- 
petitor captives would have been en- 
titled to the privileges of prisoners of 
War. Therefore, it would be singularly 
bad policy to give the United States an 
irresistible reason for conferring upon 
the insurgents an advantage hitherto 
withheld. Both the Spanish government 
and press ought serupulously to avoid 
anything tending to make the continued 
neutrality of the United States impos- 
sible. Captain General Weyler’s atti- 
tude could be better understood if he had 
any success in dealing With the insur- 
gents. Whatever the execution may be, 
circumstances seems to be rapidly set- 
tling the Cuban question, and very un- 
favorably for Spain. 

The Graphic compares the Competitor 
cases to the Jameson raid, and says: 
Englishmen can sympathize with the 
United States, looking at the scandalous 
mis-government in Cuba. But the 
analogy collapses when the attitude of 
the United States to its own raiders is 
compared with England’s to her's. 
What would Europe have said if Mr. 
Chamberlain had talked to President 
Kruger as Mr. Olney talked to Spain? 
We trust, however, that Spain will show 
clemency to the filibusters, for the 
knowledge that she will not do so twice 
may help to put Mr. Olney on his guard 
and to moderate the enthusiasm of the 
Florida Cubanopphiles. 

The Madrid correspondent of The 
Daily Mail believes that it has already 
been resolved to respite the prisoners 
taken on the Competitor, the queen 
regent being especially desirous to avold 
complications. The ministers, this cor- 
respondent continues, are as one with 
her, and will do nothing likely to 
jeopardize the possession of Cuba. In 
an interview which this correspondent 
had with Senor Sagasta, the Liberal 
leader, he refused to discuss whether 
the men taken on the Competitor were 
simply smugglers or were filibusters, 
but, he said, it was evident that if a 
pardon were granted to the British 
prisoners, it cannot be withheld from 
the Americans. 


OLNEY’S PROMPTNESS 


May Result In Ultimate Full Pardon of the Fill- 
: busters. 


Washington, May 12.—It fs stated here 
on the highest authority that the Span- 
ish minister has advised his government 
to commute the sentences of the Ameri- 
cans captured on the Competitor, and 
that there is good reason to believe that 
his advice will be followed. It is ex- 
pected that in the end the Americans will 
be fully pardoned, unless after a civil 
trial, fairly and dispassionately con- 
ducted, they be found guilty. In that 
event, the sentence of the civil court wil! 
probably be carried out without protest 
from our government. 

The state department gave out the fol- 
lowing yesterday: “In the Competitor 
case, it can be authoritatively stated 
that at the request of the United States, 
the Spanish government will postpone 
eexecution of the death sentences upon 
American citizens until the views of the 
United States respecting the application 
to their cases of the treaty of 1795 and the 
protocol of 1877 can be presented and 
considered.” 

Well-informed officials say their éase 
is in many respects similar to that of ex- 
Consul Waller in Madagascar, against 
wham, however, the evidence was more 
of a circumstantial character, yet he was 
sentenced to penal servitude for life, 
subgequently to be fully pardoned upon 
the energetic insistance of Secretary 
Clney, whose prompt intervention in the 
Competitor affair, it is not now doubted, 
will be as ultimately successful. 

There is, of course, some danger of 
complications arising from the intem- 
perate language of the Spanish news- 
papers, based upon dispatches sent from 
the United States, and consequent out- 
breaks of the Spanish populace, but 
these cpnditions are offset by the obli- 
gations whic} the existing Spanish gov- 
ernment is under to President Cleve-

Interesting Geological Study. 


The first of a course of four field lessons 
on the geology of Quincy, Braintree and 
Weymouth was given Saturday afternoon. 
The instructor was Prof. W. O. Crosby of 
the Institute of Technology, who will con- 
duct the remaining lessons on successive 
Saturday afternoons, 

The party consisted of twenty ladies and 
gentlemen from Lowell, Bridgewater, Hol- 
brook, Wollaston, Medford, Woburn, 
Weymouth, Braintree, Natick and Boston. 

They were met at the Weymouth station 
by Prof. Crosby. A barge carried them as 
near to the various points of study as was 
possible. 

The principal subject, was the glacial 
lake Bouve, its delta plains and eskers. 
This proved exceedingly interesting to the 
party and all the features were thoroughly 
explained by the Professor. King Oak 
hill was visited, where an extended view is 
to be had of nearly the entire surface 
formerly covered by Lake Bouve, The 
existence of a glacial lake in this locality 
was first discovered by Prof. W. O. Crosby 
about four years ago and named by him in 
honor of T. T. Bouve, a former resident of 
Hingham, and a gentleman much interested 
in science, and geology in particular. 
Whitman pond and House rock, both came 
in for their share of attention and the 
party then returned to Weymouth.

WALTHAM Ht HOSPITAL. 


Dr. Cousens Makes Specific Charges In a Pub- 
lic letter. 


Waltham, Mass., May 12.—Dr. Cous- 
ens, yesterday, made public a letter con- 
taining specific charges against the au- 
thorities of the Waltham hospital, and 
expresses his determination to push 
these charges to an end. In his letter 
he states that the Waltham hospital 
was started as a private institution, and 
that when the promoters found it did 
not pay, they proceeded to push it on 
the pubric asa beneficent charity. While 
claiming that the laws under which the 
hospital is operated give equal privi- 
leges to every physician in the city, he 

says they were preparing to “freeze 
out” any who opposed their wishes in 
any way. He then goes on to say that 
on Jan. 13, about 9 o’clock at night, 
he called one of the hospital staff in 
consultation regarding a case. The 
official advised instant removal to the 
hospital for a surgical operation. The 
letter adds: 

“Disagreeing in our opinions as to 
whether it was a case for operation or 
not,the patient decided to have a surgeon 
from Boston .to decide this point. He 
was removed to the hospital, and the 

3oston surgeon decided that it was not 
a surgical case. While the patient was 
on the table, and as soon as he had been 
examined by the Boston surgeon, the 
hospital officer ordered the assistant 
matron to have the patient sign an ap- 
plication for his admission to the hos- 

pital, and also get security that he 
Aaa pay full hospital rates. 

“I ask the public what they think of 
this conduct, demanding security at 11:30 
o'clock at night from a man writhing in 
pain on a hard table in the hospital of 
the city, in whose government he held a 
responsible position, by a physician, one 
of the founders of the hospital, who had 
given to the patient himself an unquali- 
fed opinion that his end was near. The 
assistant matron proceeded to carry 
out the directions. The patient signed 
the application and then the question of 
security was continued until I myself 
signed as security. But the cause of such 
conductisobvious. Had the patient em- 
ployed one of the members of the hospi- 
tal staff, the question of security would 
have been of small consideration.” 


On Beacon Hill. 

Boston, May 12.—The senate ordered 
to a third reading the Boston board of 
elections bill. The house bill governing 
the granting of licenses for the sale of 
intoxicating liquor in towns which are 
summer resorts, was ordered to a third 
reading. In the house the bill providing 
salaries for members of the Boston com- 
mon council was passed to be enacted. 
The house bill to authorize credit insur- 
ance companies to tranSact business in 
the commonwealth was passed to be en- 
srossed, as was a senate bill to provide 
for reconstruction of the bridge over the 
Merrimac river, between Newburyport 
and Salisbury. The senate bill to amend 
the city charter of Holyoke was passed 
to be engrossed. 


A Sensation Promised. 

Brattleboro, Vt., May 12.—If Beatty 
Palestier is to be belleved, the trouble 
between himself and Rudyard Kipling 
is not to be adjudicated outside the 
courts. Kipling, it is claimed, is making 
frantic efforts to prevent the public re- 
cital of the causes that led to the trouble 
with his brother-in-law, and the Jat- 
ter’s arrest on Kipling’s complaint that 
Isalestier threatened to killhim. Bales- 
tier, who is out on bail, declares he will 
fizht the matter to an end. He claims 
that he has been misrepresented and 
maligned by his brother-in-law. Pub- 
ilc sentiment here Is almost entirely with 
Palestier. 


Perhaps a Murder. 

Clinton, Mass., May 12.—It has de- 
veloped that William Cohen, the Bolton 
recluse, whose charred body was found 
in the ruins of his home Sunday, was 
possessed of a considerable sum of 
money, which he recently inherited by 
the death of a sister. This fact has led 
the authorities to start an investigation 
along the line of suspicion that his 
death either occurred as the result of a 
quarrel with unknown companions, who 
were seen about the place, or that he 
was robbed and the place set on fire to 
cover the crime. 


Fatally Hurt While at Play. 
Pawtucket, R. I, May 12. — Walker 
Whittaker, 5 years of age, with three 
other boys, were digging a cave, when 
thveee of them were caught under the 
failing earth. The fourth boy got as- 
sistance and the boys were dug out. 
Young Whittaker was fatally injured.

v0 Estimate of Cost of Court House 
Asked After Plans Were Made. 


Architect Wait was the only witness in 
the Norfolk connty hearing at the State 
House, Tuesday afternoon, and was 
questioned at length regarding contracts. 
His usual compensation was five per cent. 
Nothing extraordinary for him to make 
contracts in writing. Recalled one other 
instance. Knew expenditures on court 
house would exceed $65,000 considerably, 
but only expected five per cent. on that 
amount. 

Mr. Story exhibited contracts which Mr. 
Wait identified, and said were in regular 
form. At first the vouchers for payments 
included memoranda of amount of con- 
tract, amount paid, balance, etc. Oa later 
ones these memoravdas were erased, 
and later omitted. Mr. Wait said he was 
instructed to erase and omit by the com- 
missioners. Didn't know why. 

When asked when the commissioners 
had reached decision to remodel the whole 
building he could tell. Probably 
prior to 1894. Plans forthe whole build- 
ing were made July 19, 1892. 

Copies of the Quincy Darity LEDGER 
were then introduced containing adver 
tisements for six different proposals. 
These were the only contracts advertised 
except one in Bos'on Advertiser. Mr. 
Wait said plans must have been done or 
nearly so when contracts were advertised. 
Didn't recall being asked for estimate of 
cost after plans were made for completing 
the building. One part was substantially 
done before other part was started. 

Mr. Wait couldn’t tell how bis account 
for services wes made up. Claimed all 
payments to him were on account, al- 
though most of them did not so read. 
Believed he had received in all $17,900 and 
that there was now a balance due, 

His partoer said a search had been made 
during the noon recess for the original 
drawings for the furniture but they could 
not be found. The specifications referred 
to them, and number appeared on them 
Had not been particular to preserve them 
as bill had been settled, Admitted pay 
ment had been made since Jan. 1, 1806 
Contract was for $12,200. He promised to 
make further search for the drawings and 
all other work for the county. - 

Mr. Story at this point thought if he was 
allowed to compile other papers, contracts, 
etc., the hearing could “be shorteved and 
moved a continuance, 

R. M. Morse, Esq., desired the continu- 
ance be until next Monday because of 
engagements. 

The committee recognized, however, 
that their time was limited, and adjourned 
until 10 A M, on Thursday.

On the 3d of May, 1863, at 11 o'clock, 
Sunday morning, Gen. Sedgwick of the 
6th Corps gave orders to storm Fredricks- 

burg Heights. Gen. Newton formed thre

columns of assault at once. 

The troops received positive orders not 
to fire, (n0 matter what resistance they en- 
countered); but to put the enemy out of 
their works with the bayonet. The 
Heights was defended by Blakesdale’s 
Brigade and 16 guns of the Washington 
Artillery of New Orleans. 

The three assaulting columns advanced 
at once at double quick time and at right 
shoulder shift arms, making a grand rush 
for the rebel works. 

The centre column led by Col. Johns of 
the 7th Mass., was the first to strike the 
works. When within a few yards they re- 
ceived a galling fire which completely 
staggered them, and cut down 145 men, in- 
cluding Col. Jobns, their commander. 
They rallied at once under the command of 
that gallant and fearless soldier Co), Har- 
low Of Abington; up and over the stone 
wall they go driving the enemy out of their 
pits with the bayonet; making a grand 
rush for a redoubt defended by two guns, 
capturing them before the enemy retired. 

Especial mention must be made of the 
gallant and heroic conduct of the color 
guard that day. 

The Massachusetts 7th national flag was 
carried well in advance of all others by a 
Quincy boy, and planted on one of the two 
guns captured. Gen. Newton was so 
elated over the performance that he made 
special recognition to Gov. Andrews for 
the splendid action displayed in that grand 
assault, The right and left columns were 
as equally successful as the centre. Every 
brigade and division in the old th Corps 
are entitled to equal honor; they all per- 
formed the duty assigned them gallantly. 
Mention should be made that it required 
men of more than ordinary courage to 
rally as they did, and not fire when they 
received that terrible fire in their faces. 

[t being the 33d anniversary of the 
battle of Fredricksburg aud a Quincy boy 
took quite a prominent part, it will be 
perhaps interesting to the young generation 
to know that three of her boys of 1861, 
have the honor of being distinguished for 
heroic actions on the battle field: Lieut. 
George W. Gibson, who planted the cclors 
on Fort Donaldson, Bernard Hart, who 
saved his colors when two men were shot 
down in the attempt to recover them ; and 
Martin Hetherston, who planted the colors 
of 7ibh Massachusetts on Fredricksburg 
Heights, the first colors that entered the 
rebel works that memorable day, 

The officers and comrades of 7th 
offered a petition to Congress for a medal 
for him, but he declined to except of it. 
All three was severely wounded in their 
attempt Lo uphold the honor of their flag. 

They are graduates of the old Willard 
schoo!.

NEW BANK BUILDING. 


The Quincy Savings Bank to Keep Up 
With Improvements. 


( 
The new block to be erected by | 
Savings bank, work upon which will be 
immediately commenced, will add another 
ornament to City Square, as the building 
will be an imposing structure. 

It will be three stories high and will have 
a frontage on Hancock street of 62 feet and 
a depth of 79 feet. In the basement will 
be located a large vault forthe bank and 
two rooms. Entrance to the basement 
being from the right or south side. 

The first or street floors will be used by 
the bank and there will also be a large 
store. The south half of the street floor 
will be devoted entirely to the bank’s uses, 
and besides the large main soom there will 
be a directors’ room, treasurer’s private 
office, and the necessary cloak and toilet 
rooms. The main bank room will have a 
depth of 56 feet, and the size of the di- 
rectors’ room will be 16x21 feet, 

Entrance tothe bank will be from the 
vestibule in the centre from which a broad 
stairway leads to the upper story. 

The north half of the street floor will be 
for store purposes the dimensions being 
30x76 feet. The entrance to the store 
being at the extreme north. 

On the second floor there will be nine 
offices, each containing about 200 square 
feet. These offices will be on the front 
and south side. 

There will also be on this floor a simail 
hall with a seating capacity of 200, as well 
as a stage with the necessary dressing 
rooms, 

On the south half of the third floor will 
be the three rooms which will be used 
by the Granite City Club. The sizes of 
these rooms are 23x24, 21x32 and 21x26 and 
are all connected by large sliding doors. 

On the north side are also three rooms 
arranged in nearly the same way, the sizes 
of these rooms being 24x34, 
21x30. 

The building will be provided with 
numerous cloak and toilet rooms on each 
floor. There will be an entrance to the 
building from the rear which will also 
serve as a fire escape.

through his sickness, Dr. Humphreys 
and Dr. Carter, who treated him for 
acute dyspepsia. ‘They gave him as 


treatment a number of irritant poisons, 
such as prussiec acid, arsenic, papatine 
and iridine, and on May 11, in the even- 
ing, he died, of gastroenteritis, the doc- 
tors said. When his wife learned of his 
death, she fell in a swoon that lasted 48 
hours, 

Immediately after his death, his 
brothers, Michael and Edwin Maybrick, 
with a Mrs. Briggs and a Mrs. Hughes, 
old friends, and Alice Yapp, a nurse- 
maid. informed the police that they were 
convinced that Maybrick had been 
poisoned by his wife. They gave as 
their reason the quarrel in March, and 
the fact that Mrs. Maybrick knew that 
her husband had made a will by which 
his wife was to have neither bed nor 
blanket; that his brothers were to be his 
universal legatees in trust for his chil- 
dren, and that while Mrs. Maybrick was 
to be allowed to live in the same house 
with the children they were to be under 
the sole control of the brothers. Mrs. 
Maybrick was put under arrest while in 
the swoon. Liverpool was stirred as 
never before. Doctors made post- 
mortem examinations, and found no 
arsenic in the stomach. Other parts of 
the body were examined, and Dr 
Stephenson, a crown analyist, found in 
the liver some particles of the poison, of 
1-100 of a grain and 1-1000 of a grain, but 
altogether not more than 1-10 of a grain. 
In the house were found some 85 grains 
of arsenic, and on this evidence Mrs. 
Maybrick was brought to trial for mur 
der before Justice Sir Fitzjames 
Stephen, the “infallible judge.” The 
trial lasted six days. It was largely a, 
battle of experts. It was shown that 
Maybrick had purchased 150 grains of 
three months before his death, 
that it was his habit to keep it in the 
house and eat it, and the physicians who 
attended him during his sickness tes- 
tified that they had given him arsenic 
on May 6, fuur days before his death.

Woman's International Maybrick as- 
sociation was formed by prominent 
women’s clubs in England and Amer- 
ica, and a popular subscription was 
started. Mr. Matthews was appealed 
to time and again, but always refused 
to reopen the case. The United States 
government was asked to use its good 
offices to get a rehearing, the subject 
was debated in the house of commons, 
but in spite of the fact that new evi- 
dence was found that seemed to es- 
tablish Mrs. Maybrick’s innocense, 
nothing was accomplished. The insan- 
ity of Justice Stephen, the various ir- 
regularities of the trial, counted as 
nothing. Mrs. Maybrick was still con- 
fined, she was not allowed to see her 
children, and was allowed to have no 
cummunication with the outer world, 
in six years having seen her mother, 
the Baroness de Roques, but twice. 

When the last Liberal government 
came in and Asquith was made home 
secretary, another attempt was made, 
Gail Hamilton being at the head of the 
new movement. A petition signed by 
all the members of President Harrison's 
government and by thousands of women 
was sent to him, but he, too, refused to 
reopen the case, Since then an attempt 
was started by A. H. H. Dawson, for- 
rmerly assistant district attorney, an 
old friend of Mrs. Maybrick, who has 
written a book for the Masons about the 
case.

AN ACT OF C DEFIANCE, 


Russia Seizes Che-Foo ) Territory, Claimed by 

Great Britain. 

May 13.—A dispatch from 
Shanghai says that the Russians, 
through the medium of an American 
agent, named Smith, have taken pos- 
session of the disputed territory of Che- 
Foo, over which the British maintain 
claims. The dispatch says that six Rus- 
Sian warships and four United States 
War vessels are lying at Che-Foo. 

The Globe, in a special article on the 
Subject, says that England is bound to 
regard the affair as an infringing act, 
and that the result will be awaited with 
the greatest anxiety. 

A dispatch from Shanghal to The 
Globe confirms the news agency advices 
The dispatch adds that th was 
made in legal 
rights. 

The government has not received any 
information that Russia has seized Eng- 
lish territory at Che-Foo, and the au 
thorities say they will be greatly sur- 
prised if Russia has really taken such an 
aggressive step. 

A later dispatch from Shanghai says 
that the land seized by the Russians at 
Che-Foo comprised part of the Br 
concession of that place, The land was 
secured by the Russian Steam Naviga- 
tion company through the company’s 
agent at Che-Foo, J. Smith, an Ameri- 
can, who is also agent for pus Amer 
ican missions at that place, 

In an editoriai regarding the reported 
selzure at Chee-Foo of land situated 
within the British concession, the Times 
says: It inconceivable that the 
land which China cedes to Russia at 
Chee-Foo forms part of the British con- 
cession. Such an act would entail ar 
immediate demand for reparation.

Clarksburg, W. Va., May 15.—At the

This ball cut her jugular vein, causinga 
great flow of blood, while the flash 
ignited her clothing. Then flourishing 
his revolver like a maniac, he ran up 
the street. William Bassett, a witness 
of this last act, ran for Miss Hassard’s 
father, and with the latter came scores 
of villagers who had been aroused by 
the shots. 

Pursuit of the murderer was not de- 
layed many minutes, and he was traced 
to Snow’s pond, where on the shore his 
hat showed that he had entered the 
water. His loaded revolver and a oox 
of 25 cartridges were also found. It was 
decided to drag the pond, and at dusk 
the body was found, a holein the temple 
sbowing that he had made death cer- 
tain. He had used the same revolver tu 
kill himself, and he shot himself twice 
before falling into the water. He had 
been fully prepared for the murder, as 
the two revolvers showed, and he had 
contemplated suicide, as a package of 
arsenic in his pocket indicated. His 
victim had always borne the best repu- 


seconds. 


tation, and her family is plunged in 
grief. A few years ago her brother was 


accidentally shot and killed, and the 
family had hardly recovered from that 
bereavement.

P. J. Flat- 
ley, who opened the meeting, thanked 
the gathering for its evident sympathy 
with the incarcerated Irishmen. Mayor 
Quincy made an earnest appeal in be- 
half of the city for amnesty for the Irish 
and Irish-American political prisoners, 
James F. Egan, who formerly was one 
of England’s prisoners, spoke most ear- 
nestly and eloquently of the movement 
which, resulting disastrously, led to the 
imprisonment of the men for whom 
amnesty is sought, to which the audi- 
ence ‘responded with much sympathy.

Uncle Sam’s Finest Warships Assem- 
blea In New York Bay, 


May Have Been Done as a Tip 
to Spaniards. 


Spain Still Complains About the Attitude of 
the United States. 


New York, May 18.—The Sunday Ad- 
vertiser says: There was considerable 
excitement in Brooklyn navy yard cir- 
cles Sunday over the industriously cir- 
culated report that Uncle Sam, follow- 
ing the example of Johnnie Bull on the 
eve of probable international complica- 
tions, has assembled his largest and 
inost powerful fleet in the harbor, as an 
object lesson to Spain of what this coun- 
try is capable of doing in the event of 
trouble arising over the Cuban ques- 
tion. It may not be generally known 
that there are immense quantities of 
naval stores in the Brooklyn yard, and 
it may be regarded as significant that 
Commodore Sicard, Sunday, received an 
order from the navy department at 
Washington directing him not to for- 
ward any more stores to the European 
Bquadron “until further notice.” 

Naval officers at the yard, while cau- 
tious and politic, entertain the opinion 
that the order directing the cutting off 
of further supplies from the European 
Squadron, on the face of it, signifies that 
it may, should the present crisis with 
Spain become more tense, be recalled to 
augment the superb fleet at present ly- 
ing in the harbor. 

It is evident that the ships ort foreign 
stations cannot remain without supplies, 
and while the European squadron in- 
cludes only three ships, they are all 


Poor Spain. 

Washington, May 18.—Coming imme- 
diately upon the severe drain of re- 
sources caused by the Cuban rebellion, 
the Spanish people have now to face the 
prospect of an almost total loss of the 
wheat crop, caused by the drought and 
insects. United States Consul Burke, 
at Malaga, writes that a new insect pest 
has ravaged the wheat crops in several 
provinces, while owing to a severe 
drought, not only will the entire wheat 
crop be a total failure, but there will be 
a shortage of every other crop of grain. 
The poor are suffering much, and unless 
the rain comes, the wine and fruit croy 
will become a total loss, and great suf- 
fering and want will prevail throughout 
the whole country. 


Sore on Us. 

Paris, May 18.—The Gaulois says that 
Senor Canavas del Castillo, the Spanish 
premier, is about to ask the intervention 
of the European powers with regard to 
the interference of the United States in 
Cuban affairs. 

Kruger’s Leniency. 

Pretoria, May 18.—President Kruger 
is under constant pressure to exercise 
his influence to hasten the decision of 
the executive council on the punishment 
.o be meted out to the reform prisoners, 
whose sentences have been commuted. 
In reply to questions put to him yester- 
day, he said that a majority of the pris- 
eners had petitioned him on Friday to 
substitute additional money fines for the 
terms of banishment and imprisonment 
which had been pronounced upon them. 
The original fine was for $10,000, with 
one year's imprisonment and banish- 
ment for three years. President Kruger 
was most favorably inclined, he said, to 
the proposal to substitute fines for ban- 
ishment and imprisonment. He wanted 
all of the prisoners to be out of jail, he 
said, and he had full confidence that the 
executive council would endorse his con- 
clusion. 


Jackson and Walling Remain. 

Newport, Ky., May 18.—Seven prison- 
ers escaped jail here Saturday night. 
They were companions of Scott Jack- 
son, convicted of the murder of Pearl 
Bryan, with the death penalty attached, 
and his companion, Alonzo Walling, who 
is to be tried for the same murder. Some 
prisoner sawed off the hinges of the back 
door of the jail and let the seven men 
out. Jackson and Walling could have 
gone with them, but preferred the jailas 
safer than the open country, where they 
knew they would be lynched as soon as 
caught on account of the intense feeling 
against them. 


Silver Men’s Plans. 

Washington, May 18.—The impression 
{s growing about the Capitol that the 
silver men will soon take a position 
against final adjournment before the 
national conventions. The movement 
embraces silver advocates in both houses 
and of all parties, and there is no doubt 
that some of the leaders hold the opinion 
that it will be wise to postpone adjourn- 
ment until there shall be opportunity 
to know what position the conventions 
will take on the financial question. 


Hayti Is Peaceful. 

New York, May 18.—Steamship Prins 
Frederik Hendrik arrived yesterday 
from Haytien ports. Captain Sibbels 
reports all quiet at the Haytien capital. 
President T. Simon Sam has made him- 
self very popular throughout the coun- 
try. He is said to be an able and digni- 
fied president. Among the passengers 
on the steamer was Henry Smyth, 
United States minister to Hayti, who 
comes home for a brief vacation, 


Another Gotham Tragedy, 

New York, May 18.—Kate Burgess, 37 
years old, was found dead in her home 
on Mott street yesterday, and her hus- 
band, Louis, and a comrade named Ben- 
nett, are under arrest, charged with be- 
ing implicated in her death. Whea 
Coroner Fitzpatrick viewed the remains 
he expressed the opinion that the woman 
had been beaten to death. 


Thousands Will Be Made Happy. 

London, May 18.—The correspondent 
ef The Daily Telegraph at Moscow an- 
ticipates that after the coronation of 
tne ezar an edict will be issued liberating 
thousands of exiles in Sibera, and also 
proclaiming the abolition in the empire 
of corporal punishment of all kinds.

Whisked Away. 


Late Details of the Havoc Wrought by the Cy- | 


clone In Texas. 


Kansas City, May 18. — Reports re- 
ceived here indicate that the cyclone 
Which passed over Marshall and Ne- 
maha counties, Kansas, late last even- 
ing, swept over an unusually large ter- 
titory, dealing death and destruction 
through the two counties, 

A dispatch from Bern reports that 
Seneca, the county seat, was struck by 
a cyclone at7 o'clock. One-third of the 
residence portion of the town was de- 
stroyed, and five persons were killed 
and 15 badly injured. The counties’ 
magnificent new courthouse, the town’s 
big schoolhouse and the Catholic church 
are among the buildings wrecked. 

Five hundred of the citizens of Seneca 
are reported to be homeless. The prop- 
erty loss is estimated at $100,000. 

The tive dead are two children of M. 
Everhes, two children of Mr. Cornell 
and a son of Peter Assemacher. 

The cyclone also swept the town of 
€4betha and Frankfort, and the reports 
indicate that many of other smaller set- 
tlements have suffered, but up to this 
hour it has been impossible to get de- 
tailed accounts of the damage. 

The small number of casualties fs ac- 
counted for by the fact that nearly all 
of the people fled to their cellars and 
cyclone caves. 

Reports coming in from Vleits and 
Seneca say the cyclone was severe at 
those points. The latest estimate is that 
fully 100 substantial buildings have been 
destroyed in the town and surroun ding 
country. 


An Afternoon Tornado. 

Concordia, Kan., May 18.—Another 
cyclone visited north central Kansas 
yesterday afternoon. It is impossible to 
gather the details, because the telegraph 
wires on the Missouri Pacific and Grand 
Island railroads are down. The cyclone 
started in the northern part of Clay 
county, seven or eight miles south of the 
little town of Palmer, and passed, ina 
northeasterly direction, through Riley 
county and into Marshall and Nemaha 
county. lt crossed the Blue river at the 
junction of the Missouri Pacific and 
Union Pacific railroads, and passed near 
the town of Axtell. The little hamlet 
of Rodaville was entirely swept away. 
Several are reported killed there and 
many injured, but nothing can be 
learned definitely. At Spring Valley, 
some six miles south of Barnes, the 
storm demolished a church, in which 1 
people were worshipping. Many were 
injured. The pastor, Rev. Mr. Mason, 
was badly hurt. 

NIEN WHO SAW IT 
Tell the Story of the Awful Fury of the Texas 
Cyclone. 

Sherman, Tex., May 18.—The dead in 
this city by the cyclone which swept 
Texas on Friday, number 51. There may 
be others dead, who have not yet been 
found, but this is probably the most 
accurate estimate yet made. 

At Denton, five were killed and 
wounded. 

Three dead bodies were found in the 
storm’s path at Justin, a mother and 
three children lost their lives at Howe, 
and the corpse of J. S. Morris was found 
at Gainesville. 

The storm swept away the jail in the 
Chickasaw nation, leaving many wound- 
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ed, one mortally. 
At Carpenters’ Bluffs five persons were 
seriously hurt. The wounded are s0 


badly scattered that it is an almost im- 
possible task to gather their names and 
the extent of their injuries. 

In the community five miles west of 
the town, Mr. Taylor was killed and his 
wife probably fatally injured. The 
houses of Messrs. Dennis, Gibbons, 
Brown, Shell, Martin, Corder, Cave, 
Taylor, J. Fields, Devain and Jim Davis 
were swept away. In this same commun- 
ity eight barns were also destroyed. 

The citizens held a meeting at the 
courthouse, and about $2000 was raised 
in a little while with which to bury the 
dead and care for the wounded. About 
40 bodies were buried Saturday evening. 

One of the first men to go over the 
track of the storm was C, B. Sale. He 
told a reporter of the scenes along the 
track immediately after the blow was 
over. “I drove hastily to the western 
part of the town, where my sister lived, 
to see if they were injured. Of all the 
horrible sights I ever saw, they were 
along my route. My mind cannot con- 
ceive of all the horrible things I wit- 
nessed, neither can tongue describe 
their awfulness. Along West Houston 
street were strewn the bodies of the in- 
jured, and from their lips ascended 
prayers for pity and help. Passing a 
wounded woman, shrieking with pain 
and fright, my gaze would fall on the 
stiffening corpse of her little child, 
mangled as if some giant had rent it 
limb from limb. Across the road, the 
corpse of a loved minister of the Gospel 
lay, cold in death. Further on was the 
body of a woman, all cut and bruised 
and bleedingy the last gasp of breath 
going out of her body. The gruesome- 
ness of this weird woe was seen, felt and 
endured as a man only feels some horri- 
ble nightmare.” 

H. E. Durham of this city was at the 
home of Isom Coleman, one mile be- 
yond the Choctaw bridge, east of the 
city. He states that he stood on the 
roof of Mr. Coleman's house, and could 
see for miles around. He saw one sec- 
tion of the storm come from the sout>- 
east, and another from the southwest. 
When about the vicinity of Choctaw 
bridge, the two sections met witha ro: r, 
He described the storm to be about a 
quarter of a mile wide and 50 yards lo g. 
The clouds were black, and resembled 
the heavy smoke emitted from a bur. 
ing building. Those watching from ¢e 
room could see the effects of the sto n 
all along its path.

Nearly 
all the public buildings have their com- 
plete outlines traced by light wooden 
framework, for the support of the elec- 
tric lights and fairy lamps, which show 
the architectural outlines of the city 
traced in fire and light. The walls of 
the Kremlin itself and of the towers 
of the buildings within are thus out- 
lined against the night sky by electric 
lights and by thousands of yards of gas 
ripe, perforated at short intervals for 
gasjets.

Can't Wake Him Up. 

New York, May 19. — Moritz Pront 
aged 19, is suffering from hystericat 
catalepsy at the Beth Israel hospital 
He had been unconscious, apparently 
sleeping, for nearly 25 days, and shows 
no signs of awakening. He hada slight 
attack of catalepsy five years ago, the 
period of unconsciousness then lasting 
less than 24 hours. Since then he has 
had three seizures, each of longer dura- 
tion than its predecessor. Dr. Nelson 
says that a strong current of electricity 
has been passed through Pront’s body 
four or five times aday. An attempt to 
awaken him by starvation had been 
tried and was unsuccessful. Pront's 
yulse, respiration and temperature are 
normal.

THE. INVESTIGATION 


Two Stories of the Granite 
Used in Court House, 


Told by Contractor Wilcott and Ex- 
Commissioner Wiggin, 


Large Profit Figured by Mr. Wileutt 
on His Work. 


At the aflernoon session of the Norfolk 
County investigation on Monday, Horace 
D. Bradlee, a public accountant submitted 
tables of County expenditures, which were 
put in evidence. 

William Hollings, who was ordered to be 
present with his books, did not have them 
and was given until Tuesday to present 
them. 

H. N. Bates bad no books showing how 
many of his men worked on Court House 
or when. Declined to tell what he paid for 
dynamo putin. Represented the firm in 
New England. Didn’t sell on commission. 
Not their agent then. Didn’t remember 
how he ordered. First and only dynamo 
sold of that kind. 

Lawyer Morse objected to proceeding 
with hearing without charges. Was with- 
out precedent in investigations. It cannot 
be Mr. Storey does not know what is to be 
charged. Must finally be made and then 
we should be given time to put in evidence. 
Surprised to learn from committee that 
County Commissioners were on trial. 

The chairman of the committee said it 
has been and will be the purpose of the 
committee to pursue lines as laid down in 
order. 

Lawyer Storey said he should make 
statement at close. The precedent quoted 
didn’t reach this case. 

Mr. Wait was again put on the stand. 
Didn't know how Bates came to be se- 
lected as a sub-contractor, Didn’t  re- 
member that he selected him, Gave Mr. 
Wilcutt the bills under Bates contract. 
Had known Bates Sto 10 years. Didu't 
recall any business transactions with him 
previous to Court House. 

Contractor Wilcutt was recalled and 
questioned on the granite used. My second 


contract on Court House was “ held up” 
was when Commission learned I had 
not figured on Mr. Field’s stone at Dover. | 
L intended to use Dover stone but not bis 
stone. Contract called for granite of the 
same quality satisfactory to Commissioners 
and architect. At a hearing Mr. Field 
offered to sell his quarry for $2,000. After 


investigation I offered hins $2,000 for it, 
butit was declined and I was forced to 
make contract with Mr. Field for $25,000; 
he to get out and cut the stone. 

Lawyer Morse began his cross-ex 
amination at this point. Mr. Wilcutt said 
he had been in the business 25 years in 
various States. Had three distinct con- 
tracts. Bidson each were put.in. All 
reputable bidders. Had no help from 
Commissioners, Contract was awarded to 
lowest bidder. Mr. Fieid had been on 
board previous to 1890. Didn’t kuow he 
had office with Mr. Wiggin until he went 
there to sign second contract on court 
house. Commissioners Morrell and 
Lothrop had opposed compelling me to use 
Field’s stone. It cost me $2000 more. 
Wiggin threatened to resign from board if 
Other granite was used. Architect re- 
jected first load of stone from Field’s 
quarry. Said it was not up to specifica- 
tions. I agreed to recut itif not satisfactory 
and it was allowed to enter and that was 
the last of it. 

Work on court house had been faith- 
fully and economically done. Admitted 
he was better paid on extras. My bills 
were scrutinized by architect and com- 
missioners, Not customary to present 
itemized bills. Architects had tended up 
as well as on any job. County Com- 
missioners also around, especially Mr. 
Morrell. My gross profiton job was from 
$16,000 to $17,000. Incidental would 
reduce it about $3,000. Contracts were for 
$225,000. Had no personal relations with 
any member of board. Had known Mr. 
Morrell for4 or 5 years before, and was 
brought up with Mr. Lothrop. 

Never gave a member of board any com- 
pensation. None suggested. Regarded 
the Blue Hill granite suitable for curbing. 
This granite was ‘used at loss tome, No 
one made money on that stone. Sub con- 
tractor Whitcomb had good reputation, 
Regardel plumbing the bist. My contract 
for granite was changed after bids was 
accepted. 

Redirect—Specifieations called for ‘‘ the 
same granite or its equal.’? Had looked 
around Dover and was satisfied I could fiud 
its equal. Submitted journal showing sum- 
mary of profit and loss on jobs up to 
March 8 of this year.

Metropolitan Park Commission. 


Rules and Regulations for the Government 
and Use of the Revere Beach Keser- 


vation. 
I ULE 1. No person shall within said 
» Reservation remove, disturb, cut, 


break, deface, defile or ill-use any building, 
Structure, fence, tree, bush, plant, turf or 
other thing belonging to the Commonwealth. 

Rue 2. No person shall within said Res- 
ervation place and suffer to remain any 
piece of paper or other refuse, except in the 
receptacles designated therefor by said Com- 
mission. 

Rue 3. No person shall within said Res- 
ervation discharge or have possession of any 
firearm, firecracker, torpedo or firework, or 
make any fire. 

Rue 4. No person shall within said Res- 
ervation have possession of or drink any in- 
toxicating liquor, or lie down upon the 
benches or go to sleep. 


Rute 5. No person shal) within said Res- 
ervation solicit the acquaintance of, or 
in any way annoy any other person, or play 
any game of chance, or have possession of 
any instruments of gambling, or do any ob- 
scene or indecent act. 

RuLE 6. No person shall within said Res- 
ervation play any musical instrument, or 
utter any profane, threatening, abusive or in- 
decent language, or loud outcry, or preach or 
pray aloud, or make any oration or harangue, 
or solicit any subscription or contribution, 
or make any political or other canvass. 

Rue 7. No person shall within said Res- 
ervation move in a military or civic parade 
or procession or drill. 

Rue 8. No person shall within said Res- 
ervation, except by written authority from 
said Metropolitan Park Commission, engage 
in business or sell or expose for sale, or give 
away any goods, wares, merchandise or cir- 
culars, or post or display any sign, placard, 
flag or advertising device. 

Rue 9. No person shall witiin said Res- 
ervation bathe, exceptin a proper costume 
and at the places designated therefor, and 
shal! not loiter, or run about, or lie upon the 
beach in bathing costume. 

Rue 10. No person shal] within said 
Reservation drive any vehicle or animal at- 
tached to a vehicle at a rate faster than eight 
miles an hour, or ride any animal or cycle at 
a rate faster than ten miles an hour, or drive 
or ride any horse or animal not well-broken 
and under proper control of the rider or 
driver, or drive or ride elsewhere than on 
the roadways and the beach. 


Any person who violates any of the above 
rules shal] be arrested, tried in court, and if 
convicted shall pay a tine of not exceeding 
twenty dollars ($20.00) for each offence, but

Judge Asa French of Braintree told of | 
the hearings before the County Commis- 
sioners both in 1895 and 1896 and was on 
stand at adjournment Tuesday.

Judge French was the first witness. He | 
was examined about his appearance at the | 
hearings before the Committee on County 
Estimates and what took place there. 

R. Hollins was then recalled and 
questioned about his firms contract in 
which he agreed to furnish the gas and 
electric fixtures named in the specifications 
for $2,900. The plans for chandeliers 
were changed before the contract was 
signed and the final price was $3,242. 

Witness was then asked to show his 
ledger account with Norfolk County which 
he did. Witness could not explain how 
his books showed the amount receive to be 
$2,900, When he had claimed the amount 
was $3,242, unless it was an error of his 
bookkeeper. In his second account bis | 
books showed a charge of $4,369, and the 
price paid $3,337, and this diffierence was 
explained as having been cut down by the 
architect, 

In response to questions by Mr, Morse, | 
the witness stated that it was the first time | 
in his 46 years of business that the honesty 
of his books had ever been questioned, He | 
had made no unfair charges for his work 
on the Norfolk Court House.

Speeches were made by leading mem- 
bers, and much attention was given to 
the prospects for the future. 

The platform forecast indicates that 

the gold standard will be unequivocally 

declared for, and there will be an en- 
dorsement of the administration of 
l’resident Cleveland. It is not expected 
that the delegates will be pledged, but 
a majority of the delegates are talking 
very complimentary of ex-Governor 
Russell of Massachusetts as a candidate.

Doyle of Nashua and S. B. Page of 
Haverhill, or Amos N. Blondin of Bath 
as delegates. 


Carlisle Explains. 

Beeville, Tex., May 20.—The following 
is a copy of a letter from Secretary Car- | 
lisle to S. O. Porter of this (Bee) county, 
bearing on his speech in congress: 

Washington, May 13, 1895. 
S. O. Porter, Pettus City, Tex., 

My Dear Sir—Your favor of the 9th 
Inst., requesting me to send a copy of 
the speech made by me in the house of 
representatives on Feb. 21, 1878, is re- 
ceived, and in response, you are in- 
formed that the speech was not pub- 
lished, except in the official proceedings 
of congress, and that I cannot, there- | 
fore, send you a copy. The speech was | 
made in opposition to free coinage of 
silver, and in favor of striking out the | 
free coinage provision from the pending 
bill, and inserting in lieu of it a section 
requiring the secretary of the treasury | 
to purchase not less than $2,000,000 
worth, nor more than $4,000,000 worth of 
silver bullion each month and coin it 
into standard silver dollars, on account 
of the government. 

The statement that {fs now being cir- 
culated so extensively in Texas and| 
elsewhere, that I made a free coinage | 
speech in 1878, or at any other time, is |} 
absolutely false, and many of the peo- 
ple who are circulating the statement 
know it to be false.

Gold Men Frozen Out. 

Dubuque, Ia., May 20.—The fight be- | 
tween the gold and silver factions, | 
which has been expected at the Demo- 
cratic state convention, seems to have 
been practically settied in advance. 
The gold standard delegates held a con- 
ference last evening and practically | 
gave up the contest, though many 
favored a bolt. Ex-Governor Boles was 
given an ovation on his arrival. Boies 
badges are seen everywhere, and talk 
in lobbies is all of him as presidential | 
candidate. He was urged to accept the 
permanent chairmanship, but declined. 
Figures given out as showing the rela- 
tive strength of the factions in the con- 
vention are: Silver, 663; gold, 257. 


Credit Must Be Maintained. 

Poston, May 20.—At a meeting of the 
executive committee of the Republican 
club of Massachusetts, resolutions were 
unanimously passed opposing free silver 
coinage and endorsing the gold stan- 
dard. The plank adopted also says the 
credit of the United States must be 
tmnaintained at the highest point, so that 
it cannot be questioned anywhere. 
Every promise must be rigidly kept, 
and every obligation redeemable in coin 
must be paid in gold, and by the nom- 
{ination of a Republican candidate for 
president, whose name will inspire unt- 
versal confidence.

~ West Quincy’s Oldest. 


Mr. Simon Farrell, an old and respected 
j een of West Quincy, died at his home 
!on Willard street, Monday morning. Mr. 


| Farrell can rightly be called one of the 


pioneers of West Quiucy, settling there in 
1832. The place contained only four 
| houses west of Common street, they are 
built of stone and are still occupied, they 
have been the birth place of many of the 
inhabitants of Ward Four. West Quincy, 


jat the time that Mr. Farrell settled there, 


| was practically a wilderness, and not a very 
| inviting spot fora son of Erin to seek his 
fortune. 

Mr. Farrell was born in Ireland; he 
learned the carpenter’s trade and was an 
excellent workman; he arrived in New 
York when quitea young man, coming to 
Boston by way of Providence, and had for 
a fellow passenger, Andrew Jackson, then 
President of the United States. Mr. Far- 
rell’s first labor in Quincy was for O. T. 
Rogers. He next was employed by the 
Granite Railway Company asa car builder. 

Mr. Farrell was a devout Catholic and 
would walk to Charlestown and back 
every Sunday to attend mass, So ardent 
was his desire to see a church erected in 
West Quincy, that he loaned his personal 
funds to start the work. 

Mr. Farrell was married Oct. 6, 1842, to 
Ann Graham, daughter of James and Jane 
Graham, so well known to the old residents 
of West Quincy. Mr. and Mrs, Farrell 
had the honor of being the first couple that 
were married in the new church. Fr. 
Fitzsimmons was the officiating clergyman. 
Mr. Farrell was the first sexton and lived 
to see the small band of devoted worsbip- 
pers grow toa large and steadily increasing 
congregation. 

In 1849, Mr. Farrell took the gold fever 


| and started around the horn to California. 


After three years he was obliged to return 
on account of failing sight. 

Mr. Farrell was again employed by the 
Granite Railway company. He was also 
engaged in the shops of the 0. C. R. R 
company for many years. 

Mr. Farrell was very devoted to his 
home. Places of amusement had no 
him. He wa'ched the 
growth and the many changes that took 
place with much interest, none of old in- 
habitants that he found on his arrival in 
West Quincy, except Mrs. Farrell and her 
sister Mrs. Johnson, are living. Wi!lard 
street was not built then; no church,

munity. 
A good life devoted to his faith was 
rewarded by along anda happy one. Mr. 


| Farrell leaves a widow, three sons and two

A bunker full of soft coal had caught 
fire by spontaneous combustion. Its 
heart was already a glowing mass, and 
was momentarily growing more dan- 


serous. While the fire fighters were get- | 


ting their apparatus ready, and batten- 
ing down the midship hatches, 4 line 
of men was formed from the elght-inch 
magazine to the 13-inch on the deck for- 
ward, and the canisters of powder was 
passed rapidly from hand to hand to 
new quarters, remote from the heat and 
danger. The magazine grew hot while 
the men worked, and the walls nearest 
to the fire plainly showed the effects of 
the smoldering mass of living coals 
within.

A NASHUA SENSATION. 


Ex-Councillor Blunt Said to Have Com- 
mitted Many Forgeries, 


Poor, as Well as Rich, Are 
Among the Victims. 


Astonishing State of Affairs Disclosed In Set- 
tlement of His Estate. 


Nashua, N. H., May 21.—The settle- 
ment of the estate of the late Edward 
O. Blunt has brought to light a state of 
affairs which has created a great sensa- 
tion in Nashua. It shows, it is alleged, 
that Blunt was a forger, and had swin- 
died many Nashua people out of thou- 
sands of dollars. Bucket shops and 
politics are the attributed cause of his 
downfall. The first inkling of the extent 
to which the Blunt estate was involved 
came by a letter from ex-Governor 
Smith of Hillsboro, who later presented 
a note for $5500, signed by Blunt and 
supposedly endorsed by his sister, Mrs. 
George Holt, but the latter emphatic- 
ally denies the endorsement. aAn inves- 
tigation brought to light several more 
notes bearing the same endorsement, 
Dut with the exception of one for $30,000, 
Mrs. Holt denies endorsing any of them. 
Notes of this nature to the amount of 
nbout $12,000 have been presented, and 
their genuineness denied by Mrs. Holt. 
Several of the notes are held by the In- 
dian Head and First National banks. 

It is also alleged that Mr. Blunt, as 
treasurer, had over-Issued the Masonic 
Building association stock to the amount 
of $1000, which is held as security by 
Mrs. Mary G. Babcock for money loaned 
him. He also had charge of Mrs. Bab- 
cock’s bankbooks, and these, it is said, 
also reveal dishonest transactions. Sev- 
eral other parties are said to have been 
victimized for various amounts. Blunt 
was a heavy plunger in the bucket 
shops, and his luck was uniformly bad. 
In politics he was extremely ambitious, 
and spent a small fortune in the inter- 
ests of the Republican party of New 
Hampshire. He had been in the state 
Senate, and was a member of Governor 
Smith’s council. 

Blunt was councillor for the Third 
district in Governor John B. Smith's 
council. He was one of the widest 
known Republicans in the state, and in 
politics he was a political manager, 
whose shrewdness placed him in the 
lead He had previously turned the 
Nineteenth Democratic senatorial dis- 
trict into a Republican one, winning a 
notable victory. He had been his 
perty’s candidate for mayor, and chair- 
man of the Republican city committee 
for years, He represented the state in 
Iialy at the acceptance of the General 
John Stark and Daniel Webster statues, 
which the state provided, and which 
last year were placed in the national 
Capitol at Washington. Mr. Blunt had 
charge of the ceremonies on the latter 
ocasion. His wife and sister accom- 
panied him on his trip to Italy. 

About five years ago he inherited the 
grocery business, established in 1830, 
from which his grandfather and father 
became wealthy. Upon his entrance 
into business life, he began stock gam- 
bling upon an extensive scale, according 
to the statements of his friends, who re- 
peatedly advised him tostop. He dealt 
almost wholly in wheat with Boston 
firms. He is reported to have lost 
heavily from the start. His estate, es- 
timated at $50,000, soon was swamped, 
and he began borrowing largely. At 
the last meeting of the Masonic Building 
association he was succeeded, as treas- 
urer, by George W. Currier. 

In addition to other transactions ona 
large scale, he is said to have loaned 
money to poor residents on money bor- 
rowed from wealthier ones, giving to 
the latter the notes of the former, In 
many cases the loans of the poor peopk 
were repaid, but the notes are still in 
existence. The Blunt estate is believed 
to be $25,000 in deficit. He left a wife 
and one son,

The dead body of an infant was found 
in an alleyway at Hartford. It was 
wrapped in a piece of calico cloth. The 
police are investigating. 

The Fall River (Mass) city council 
voted to petition the legislature for au- 
thority to exceed the debt limit, by a 
special loan of $100,000 for sewers. 

Only one of the several cases of sup- 
posed rabies, which have been making 
Ieverett (Mass.) people anxious, has nut 
been proved to be something else. 

Henry Thibeau, an employe of the 
Glen Manufacturing company, Berlin, 
N. H., was found, under the feet of one 
of his team horses, with his skull frac- 
tured. He died in a few minutes. 

If a partner in a firm dies, says the 
Massachusetts supreme court, the other 
members of the house are not relieved 
from carrying out a contract to em- 
ploy some particular person, unless the 
business is wound up.

GILL’S CENEROUS CIFT. 


B | Dedication of Vermont Odd Fellows’ Home at 


Ludlow. 

Ludlow, Vt., May 21.—The dedication 
of the Gill Odd Fellows’ home took place 
here yesterday afternoon. On their ar- 
rival, visiting members of the order 
and different encampments formed in 
line at the station and marched through 
the village to the Gill home on the hill, 
which overlooks the valley and which 
can be seen for miles north and south. 
The column was under command of 
General Peck of Burlington. Following 
the lodges and cantons were the invited 
guests and veteran Odd Fellows. At 
the home 2500 people had assembled 
when the dedicatory ceremonies begun. 

The site of the home is one of the most 
picturesque in Vermont, and the home, 
which was formerly the Gill summer 
hotel, is finely appointed in every par- 
ticular. It was given to the Odd Kel- 
lows by J. S. Gill of Boston, after a 
committee from the grand lodge had de- 
cided to purchase the place in preference 
to many others which had been offered 
for sale in the state. 

The idea of establishing and main- 
taining an Odd Fellows’ home was sug- 
gested in 1883, but it was not until H. C. 
Farrar of Rutland, who, while grand 
master, first suggested the plan and 
brought it before the grand lodge in 
1895, that a committee was appointed to 
consider the matter. As soon as this 
committee was ready to receive offers 
of sites, a number of towns extended an 
Invitation to inspect locations. Rut- 
land, Bradford aud Ludlow presented 
the most attractive offers. Although 
Rutland wanted very much to have the 
home located there, Ludlow seemed io 
meet with favorable consideration fromm 
the first, and when Mr. Gill offered the 
beautiful site at about one-fifth of its 
value, they decided to purchase, Then 
followed the gift of the estate, which 
was a surprise to the committee, and the 
acceptance of which was marked by ex 
pressions of profound appreciation 
the part of the grand lodge. A numbr: 
of improvements have been made 
connection with the home since it can 
into the charge of the Odd Fellow 
Different lodges of the state have do- 
pated furnishings for the institution. 
The building is now properly furnished 
and ready for occupancy. 


On Beacon Hill.

The com- 
tnittee on ways and means reported in 
favor of the senate bill, which appro- 
priates $350,000 for the security and pres- 
ervation of the Bulfinch portion of the 
state house. 

The Vinals Discharged. 

Belfast,-Me. May 21.—Benjamin and 
Horace E. Vinal, father and son, who 
were in jail awaiting trial for the al- 
Jeged murder of Robert A. Vinal, the 
father’s brother, were discharged, after 
a hearing, yesterday. Horace told con- 
flicting stories about the crime, chief of 
which was to the effect that his father 
had administered poison to his uncle, 
thereby causing his death. He then re- 
tracted this statement, saying he had 
made it under threat of a man who de- 
sired to be revenged upon Benjamin 
Vinal for an alleged wrong done years 
ago. To settle the matter, the stomach 
of Robert Vinal was analyzed, and no 
traces of poison were found,-in conse- 
quence of which the prisoners were re- 
leased. 


An Important Capture. 

Fall River, Mass., May 21.—Last night 
the third fire in the block owned by 
Dennis Callahan occurred, the 15th fire 
in 17 days, several of which were incen- 
diary. Daniel Sullivan had been seen 
at fires, and was suspected by news- 
paper reporters and watched by the 
police. He was seen to go into the Calla- 
han block last night by two inspectors, 
and after he left the cellar, smoke came 
out. Sullivan went home, where he was 
arrested on the charge of incendiarisin. 


Will Resort to Arbitration. 

Randolph, Mass. May 21.—The de- 
mand of the lasters employed by the va- 
rious firm in this city for an increase of 
between 1 and 2 centsa pair on certain 
classes of work, is to be submitted to 
the state board of arbitration. The 
manufacturers claim that the condition 
of trade Is too dull to warrant the grant- 
ing of the increase, and one factory will 
be closed on account of it.

Worcester, Mass., May 21.—Judge 
Gaskill yesterday sentenced Woo Tong, 
the proprietor of a local laundry, to not 
less than 16 years nor more than 20 
years on two indictments, charging him 
with rape upon two little girls.

first contest of the Dartmouth-Williams 
Debating league was held here last 
evening, and resulted in a victory for 
Dartmouth. The question was, “Ke- 
solved, That the general welfare de- 
mands the suppression of the Ottoman 
empire by the European powers.” Will- 
jams was represented by John W. 
Bockes, Damon ©. Hall, H. Horace G. 
Brown. Dartmouth’s speakers were 
Frederick B. Eaton, George A. Greene 
and Craven Leycock. Professor Bascom 
of Williams college presided, and the 
decision of the debate was left to Judge 
Herrick of the New York supreme court, 
Melvin O. Adams, president of the Dart- 
mouth Alumni, and Judge Dunbar of the 
Massachusetts superior court. In up- 
holding the affirmative of the question, 
the Williams men had to shoulder the 
burden of proof, and they fought hard, 
but Dartmouth was relentless in her de- 
mand for a substitute for the present 
condition of affairs in the Turk 
should be suppressed. The contest was 
a ‘close one, us was shown by the air of 
doubt prevailng in the audience until 
Judge Herrick gave the decision. Dart- 
mouth won through the calm, practical 
arguments of her who laid 
particular stress on maintenance 
of the status quo. 

John W. Bockes, in opening the de- 
bate, said the complete and. permanent 
overthrow of the Ottoman empire was 
cemanded for welfare of Ottoman 
Subjects, and for the general welfare. 
Here was a government of 21,830,000 peo- 
ple, of which the Turks, constituting not 
more than one-fourth, excluded all 
others from participation. The only 
way Was to strike at the root of the evil, 
and that meant suppression. 

Mr. Eaton said united action by the 
European powers for the suppression of 
Turkey was an utter impossibility. In 
regard to the Turko-Armenian question 
there was more falsehood than fact

Con- 
stantinople could remain free to the 
commerce of all nations under the pro- 
tectorate of Bulgaria. 

Mr. Laycock argued there was some 
extenuation for the porte’s broken prom- 
ises of reform. Most of the promises 
had been literally extorted from him. If 
Turkey should 3 suppressed, what 
then? Should Russia, withits mammoth 
strength and diminutive conscience con- 
trol, or should England claim the right 
to govern, thus precipitating a general 
European war? The speaker closed 
with a summary of the arguments ad- 
duced by the Dartmouth debaters.

OPPOSITION TO PLATT 


Will Cause Many New York Delegates 
to Vote For McKinley, 


General Porter Willing to Be 
Vice President. 


New York Financiers Beginning to Talk In 
Favor of McKinley. 


New York, May 22.—The chief reason 
for the anger of Platt and his followers 
over Warner Miller’s recent interview 
is their fear of its effcts upon state poll- 
tics. Platt knows as well as does any 
one else that he cannot now dictate the 
course of the New York delegation at 
St. Louis, and that a considerable part 
of it will refuse to follow him. 

It is looked upon as an omen of the 
future that the interview has incensed 
Platt. The leading supporters of Mc- 
Ikinley in New York are men who have 
steadfastly opposed the boss. Some of 
them at bottom favor McKinley for no 
other reason than enmity to Platt. At 
first they seized upon his candidacy as 
a convenient weapon to fight the boss, 
and so used it in the state convention. 
Then, as they saw the increasing sentit- 
ment for McKinley in the rank and file 
of the party, especially in the Intertor 
of the state, they recognized in it a 
means for an attempt to dethrone the 
boss. 

In their view, Platt’s opposition to 
McKinley has gone so far that he and 
his lieutenants cannot prudently be 
trusted with the management of the 
Chioan’s campaign, if he is nominated. 
They claim that McKinley’s managers 
will intrust it to them; and that, after 
he takes office, they will distribute the 
federal patronage in New York. With 
the McKinley league as a working or- 
ganization, with the confidence of his 
managers, and with patronage, they be- 
lieve they can make a better fight 
against Platt then they have ever made 
before, and that his followers will grad- 
ually desert him. Miller's interview was 
scert of a concerted signal for this con- 
test, expedited by the undoubted anger 
of the strict party men in many parts 
of the state at Platt’s bitter campaign 
aginst McKinley. The Platt crowd tries 
to disguise its ap) hensions, but it Is 
plainly uneasy. 

The arrival in this city of William M 
Hahn occasioned much speculation yes- 
terday among the Republican managers 
as to the object of his visit. An inci- 


dent that occurred at the Fifth Avenue | 


hotel satisfied the politicians that he had 
come here to have a consultation about 
the vice presidential nomination. 
General Horace Porter, who has been 
spoken of as McKinley's running-mate 
on the Republican ticket, entered the 
hotel and asked for Mr. Hahn. A con 
ference lasting an hour followed, and 
after Ge neral Porter left the hotel, Mr. 
Hahn started for Canton,O. The crowd 
of politicians in the state headquarters 
Was sure that Mr. Hahn had made final 
arrangements with General Porter 
take second place on the national ticket, 
lt was asserted by the Platt men, after 
Mr. Hahn's departure, that the McKin- 
ley managers’ plans included the noml- 
nation of General Porter as vice presi- 
dent and the appointment of Warner 


Miller as secretary of the treasury, in| 


the event of McKinley’s election. 
Shortly after the Hahn-Porter con- 


ference, another vice presidential boom | 


was launched at the hotel, St. John 
Gaffney, a McKinley boomer, declared 
that the choice of the New York Mc- 
Kinleyites for vice president was Cor- 
nelius N. Bliss. He said that Mr. Bliss 
would add strength to the McKinley 
ticket in the east, and would ensure its 
election.

tion McKinley has taken. I hold that 
when a man is once in the field it is 
right and proper for him to keep quiet 
and let his record speak for itself.

advovate of sound money, as the term 
is understood in the street. 

Russell Sage came out for McKinlcy 
yesterday, by saying that McKinley is 
as firmly in favor of a gold standard as 
he is himself. Mr. Sage said that he had 
taken pains to ascertain directly and 
for his own information.

IMPOSING SPECTACLE 


Was the Czar’s Triumphal Entry Into 
the Old City of Moscow. 


A Graphic Description by Sir 
Edwin Arnold. 


Visitors Representing Almost Every Race Under 
the Sun. 


Moscow, May 22.—This city never 
jooked so gay and so joyful, not even on 
the entry of the late Emperor Alexander, 
as it did yesterday. Moscow has be- 
come immensely richer under protec- 
tion and prohibitive tariffs. The dec- 
orations are more extensive and more re- 
markable. The royal and other visit- 
ors are incomparatively more numerous. 
There is much less restraint. The open 
windows and balconies have been filled 
with spectators, on the condition that 
their names were early announced to the 
police. It evident, however, that 
sone precautions were taken, specially 
chosen men were here and there among 
the crowds to nelp the police keep order. 

Sir Edwin Arnold, who came to Mos- 
cow on behalf of the London Daily Tele- 
graph, in his dispatch to that paper, de- 
scribing the scene at the Kremlin, ex- 
claims: “Why cannot one write in 
colors? There was never anything seen 
on any stage like the living kaleidoscope 
of fanciful attire, of fantastic hues and 
embellishments visible around me, par- 
ticularly in the Oriental element and all 
the far eastern nations. The officials 
from Khiva wore magenta colored vel- 
vet robes, gold embroidered, and sugar 
loaf hats. China contributes a dazzling 
group, with flowered, satin frocks and 
vermillion buttoned hats. Now a bevy} 
of magnates from Lake Baikal astound 
the eye, with fur-trimmed brocade and 
long red boots. Now I recognize the 
gray surtout and amber cap strings of 
the Korean, and cry one of them witha 
greeting, in Japanese. He _ politely 
murmurs: “Truly a great day, and we 
rejoice to be present.” 

Some of the Khirgiz tartars then ap 
pear in yellow silk and scarlet shawls, 
outdoing all, and at a window of the 
Gortinnoy Dvor there is a beautiful 
vision of a Circassian lady in black and 
orange brocade, glistening with pearls 
and turquoises. I abandon in despair 
the poly-chromatic aspects of this point 
of the pageant. 

The Cossacks guard were gorgeously 
uniformed, and horses with bold and 
black bandoliers, looking quite fit to 
pace in front of the czar, 

After these came upon the scene al- 
most the chief interest for me person- 
ally, since I saw gravely and signifi- 
cantly riding along as the vassal friends 
of the great white khan, all the chiefs 
of the Central Asian kingdoms and 
provinces over which his eagles cast 
the shadow of theirwings. They passed 
demurely upon noble Arab stallions, the 
very least among them mounted upon 
animals covered from crest to haunch 
with the costliest trappings of silver 
and gold cloth. Many an Oriental sa- 
lute was uttered, and many dark hands 
were reverently folded as these sub- 
jugated sovereigns of the East went 
splendidly, but perhaps sadly, before us. 

But these and other parts of the pa- 
geant palled before the grand master of 
ceremonies, borne haughtily onward in 
such a golden chariot as of old existing 
in heaven or in classical pictures, hold- 
ing a wand of gold, tipped with an emer- 
ald as big as a walnut. I note thata 
Catholic archbishop of America has been 
deprecating the abolition of war by ar- 
bitration. He would have been con- 
soled by the spectacle I witnessed in the 
Red square—a dazzling illustration of 
the pomp, pride and circumstance of 
giorious war. 

But here at last comes the august 
object of this unparalleled manifestation 
the successor and heir of Ivan the Ter- 
rible. His handsome and manly young 
countenance is pale with the prodigious 

sensation which such a scene must 
naturally excite, and holds his gloved 
right hand almost perpetually to his 
regimental cap. He bends his head 
gently to this side and that, to acknowl- 
edge the boundless welcome. Every 
man is bareheaded, and every woman is 
waving a handkerchief or violently 
crossing his loyal bosom in a prayer for 
the “little father.” 

The czarina also sat all alone, dressed 
wholly in white, even the jewels, pearls 
and diamonds, seeming to mar by their 
color the effect of #his pure apparel, 
which caused her to resemble a marble 
saint within a golden shrine. Most un- 
mistakable was the affection and loyalty 
of the crowd, and I saw more than one 
poor peasant woman’s eyes fill with 
tears of sheer Joy to behold this fair 
lady. One honest fellow fell upon his 
knees to say his prayers, as though he 
had seen something divine, till a cossack 
Lundled him back into the crowd. 

Between 12 and 1 o'clock a few drops 
of rain fell, but the clouds were soon 
dispelled by brightsunshine. Atlp.m., 
Grand Duke Vladimir, followed by a 
brilliant suite, traversed the route and, 
in accordance with Russian military 
custom, saluted each regiment. 

Nothing was lacking to the impressive 
effect of the procession to the Kremlin, 
the cortege thus unfolding to the won- 
dering multitudes being majestic and 
complete in its beauty as well as its 
magnificence, and embodying every ele- 
ment of impartial splendor. Traversing 
the streets of holy Moscow, it was seen 
to the utmost possible advantage. The 
long array of state carriages, with their 
princely escorts, the gallant cavalry 
and all of the appendages of a great ini- 
perial court, with the emblems of power 
and greatness of historic throne, had 
there a picturesque and appropriate set- 
ting. 

The Asiatic and other wild races rep- 
resented in the procession attracted a)- 
most as much attention as the ezar and 
ezarina. They included Khivans, Eski- 
mos, Finlanders, Poles, Laplanders, 
Cossacks, Circassians, Georgians, Tar- 
tars, Karapapaks, Bashkirs, Teher- 
kesses, Eaghistanis, Kurds, Chinese, 
Armenians and others, all in a rich} 
variety of picturesque costumes, dis- 
tinguished by a variety of infinite colors. 
These people rode behind the advance 
guard of police of Cossacks of the guard. 

Another striking group was one com- 
posed of the servants of the imperial 
household. They numbered about 60 
persons, and wore plumed hats and the 
richest of court liveries. 

The scene last night was a beautiful 
one. The illuminations were witnessee

dy unwearled throngs, who do not seem 
able to have enough of sightseeing 

Never before have the might and ma- 
jesty of a stupendous empire been s0 
splendidly manifested. No Roman em- 
peror ever enjoyed a more magnificent 
triumph, and assuredly no modern court 
pageant has equalled it in its lustre of 
imperial pomp and blazonry. i 

A quaint subject of conversation yes- 
terday was that after Wednesday eveli- 
ing’s serenade in the courtyard of the 
Fetrovsky palace, the light clouds in 
the western sky grew into an exact like- 
ness of a great white heraldic eagle, 
which disappeared in half an hour. The 
superstitious Russians regard it as an 
omen of peace and prosperity for the 
present reign.

PULE 1. Wo person shall within said 
\ Reservation remove, disturb. cut, 


break, deface, defile or ill-use any building, 
tructure, fence, tree, bush, plant, turf or 
other thing belonging to the Commonwealth. 

RULE 2. No person shall within said Res- 
eryvation place and suffer to remain any 
piece of paper or other refuse, except in the 
receptacles designated therefor by said Com- 
mission. 

Rue 3. No person shall within said Res- 
ervation discharge or have possession of any 
firearm, firecracker, torpedo or firework, or 
make any fire. 

tute 4. No person shall! within said Res- 
ervation have possession of or drink any in- 
toxicating liquor, or lie down upon the 
benches or go to sleep. 

Rute 5. No person shall within said Res- 
ervation solicit the acquaintance of, or 
in any Way annoy any other person, or play 
any game of chance, or have possession of 
any instruments of gambling, or do any ob- 
scene or indecent act. 

Rute 6. No person shall within said Res- 
ervation play any musical instrument, or 
utter any profane, threatening, abusive or in- 
decent language, or loud outcry, or preach or 
pray aloud, or make any oration or harangue, 
or solicit any subscription or contribution, 
or make any political or other canvass. 

Rue 7. No person shall within said Res- 
ervation move in a military or civic parade 
or procession or drill.

All grades of society were represented. 
Theodore Winthrop, in his ** march of the 


early days of the war a Union regiment 


torn up track and dismantled locomotive. 
‘* Ts there anyone here,’’ asked the captain, 
‘who understands this machine ?’’? Out 
stepped Charles Homans, of the Beverly 
Light Guards, and, looking the engine 
over, answered, ‘‘yes sir, I helped to make 
it.” They called for assistance, and a 
squad of track layers stepped out; they 
put the engine together, relaid the track, 
and off they went. ‘‘And,’’ said Win- 
throp, ‘if you called for poets, authors 
and painters, you could have had them just 
as well, All classes of men were there, 
from the New England graduate to the 
frontiers man of the West, youth and age, 
riches and poverty. In the days when 
money was scarce, and the pay-master 
found it difficult to procure funds to pay 
off the men, a private soldier walked into 
his office one day and quietly said, ‘* per- 
haps I can be of use to you, sir.’’ ‘ Not 
unless you have $60,000 convenient,”’ was 
the answer. ‘Write your check,’ he re- 
plied, ‘‘and you shall have it,”’ and at the 
bottom he signed a name good for ten 
times that amount. 

Said Gov. Andrew, ‘The men we offer, 
besides fighting, can do any other thing for 
which there may be occasion, from digging 
clams up to making piano-fortes. Such 
men as these could not be measured by the 
tests that apply to other armies, for, if you 
will notice, they were not trained soldiers, 
but extemporiz2d on the spur of the 
moment.” They had not the power of a 
strong united government at their back, 
hut a government made weak and 
vacillating by traitors within and without, 
internal dissensions and infirm purpose, 
and to the honor of the private soldier, be 
it said, that he not only bore the brunt of | 
fighting but the burdep of bitter dis- 
couragement, when epauletted ignorance | 
seemed piloting us to ruin, Other men| 
were as brave, but these men bore upon 
their shoulders a heavy weight of responsi- 
bility. They saw that the only thing to do} 
was to keep patiently onward though the 
days were dark and the burdens heavy, 
and this sense of personal interest seemed | 
to touch the very lads in the school-room. 

I was a boy in college when the war 
began and I well recollect the strict watch | 
kept to prevent the fellows from getting | 
away. It was ina border state, and the 
feeling was most intense, and there was | 
needed a policeman at every station, and | 
scarcely a day passed by but some lad, | 


more fitted for the nursery than for the| 
battle-field, was brought home to his 
anxious parents. The policy of the govern- | 
ment was discussed in every debating | 
society. The boy shared the instinct that | 
withstood, and at last destroyed, the} 
traitorous element in our midst.

This it was that made our 
case so d+sperate. While the land was 
struggling with treason its energies were 
paralyzed by cfiticial greed and incom- 
petence, 

I should like to speak of the bravery of 
the American soldier, but this is historic 
and courage is common to all; I should 
like to speak of his grim, dry humor, so 
peculiar in its quality, but time forbids, I 
bave beeu able to speak only of some of 
those qualitles which seem to me original 
with him. Other men were brave, able} 
and devoted, but not all have been wise 
enough to keep, through all the clamor 
aud confusion of revolution, his cool head 
and unwavering purpose, It was not the 
bayonet, so much as the brain behind the 
bayonet, that made him the power that he 
was.

At Ira, the cloud 
did its last damage in Jasper county. 
Some of the residents say that the cloud 
divided, others that it was lifted upward 
and sped on in midair with a frightful 
poise. The latter theory is probably the 
correct one. 

Later in the evening, a tornado seems 
to have struck near Manchester, in Dela- 
ware county, although reports are still 
very meagre from there. It Is possible 
that that was the same storm. Then 
after traveling 150 miles in the air it 
once more dropped down to earth and 
laid bare a strip half a mile wide and six 
or eight miles long. 

The total loss of property is hard to 
estimate. The crop which was ruined 
can be replanted in many places, as the 
season is still comparatively early. The 
buildings destroyed will aggregate from 
£100,000 to $200,000 in value.

Michigan's Dose. 

Pontiac, Mich., May 26.—The country 
in the vicinity of this city was given its 
first taste of a cyclone last evening, and 
the little village of Thomas has been 
wiped from the face of the earth. Meta- 
mora and Oakwood were also touched 
up and their inhabitants badly fright- 
ened, some being injured, and a track of 
devastation left to within three-fourths 
ot a mile to Ortinville. The telephone 
and telegraph wires between here and 
those places are down, and the only data 
of the work of the cyclone is furnisbed 
by survivors, who have come here for 
shelter. But from comparison of their 
stories it seems certain that from 14 to 
1S ves have been lost, 

Actual details of the devastation 
caused by the cyclone are, of course, 
meagre, but all of the witnesses agree 
that the storm was a regular western 
twister. Its first appearance at Thomas 
Station was from the southwest, in the 
form of a densely black, funnel shaped 
cloud, moving with almost Incredible 
swiftness and seeming to take long 
leaps. It seemed to have the elasticity 
of a gigantic rubber ball, and would 
strike the ground, then, leaving a foot- 
print of devastation, bound into the air 
and travel a mile or more before again 
touching the earth. 

A cyclone, accompanied by heavy rain, 
struck Mt. Clemens. Some 30 houses 
on Front, Butler and Inches streets were 

lown down, and many of them literally 
torn to pleces. As yet, no deaths are re- 
ported, but many people were Injured.

Delegates Got Excited. 

Cleveland, May 26.—There were stormy 
scenes in the Methodist general confer- 
ence yesterday. There was a clash be- 
tween the ministerial and lay delegates, 
and for a time Bishop Hurst, who was 
in the chair, lost all control of the as- 
eemblage. The contest came over the 
fourth section of the new constitution. 
When the section was read, an amend- 
ment providing for equal representation 
for the laymen in the general conference 
was proposed. The discussion waxed 
hot, and many bitter things were said. 
Vinally, however, peace was restored by 
the withdrawal of the amendment, with 
the understanding that the whole matter 
should be brought up again in different 
form. Dr. J. C. Hartzell of Louisiana 
was elected as missionary bishop for 
Africa, to succeed Bishop Taylor. 


Bourgeois’ Nerve. 

Paris,May 26.—Ex-Premier Bourgeols, 
speaking at Malun, as the leader of the 
Radical opposition, boldly advocated a 
revision of the constitution, giving the 
chamber of deputies alone the power 
to upset ministries. A further revision, 
he said, was necessary to ensure the 
longevity of a government elected by 
universal suffrage. Thus it is that M. 
Bourgeois has calmly burned his ships 
behind him, and is definitely bound for 
the undiscovered country of revolution- 
ary agitation, at the head of Socialists 
as well as Radicals. 


In Congress. 

Washington, May 26.—The general de- 
ficiency appropriation bill, the last of the 
supply bills, was before the senate 
throughout the day, and passed just be- 
fore adjournment. As passed, the bill 
carries about $10,500,000, an increase of 
$6,000,000 over the house bill. The house 
took up the consideration of the bill to 
repeal the clause in the existing tariff 
law providing for free alcohol for use in 
the arts and manufactures. The bill 
will probably be voted on today. The 
test of strength showed a large majority 
in its favor. 

Bad For Cubans. 

Washington, May 26. — The supreme 
court of the United States yesterday de- 
cided the cases of Wiborg et al. vs. the 
United States, involving the Horsa Cu- 
ban expedition, affirming the judgment 
of the district court for Pennsylvania, 
sentencing Captain Wiborg to imprison- 
ment and fine for engaging in the ex- 
pedition, and reversing it as to Petersen 
and Johansen, the mates of the vessel. 
The arms and men carried by the Horsa 
constituted a military expedition within 
the meaning of the neutrality laws,

Witness said this was done to 
deceive the engineers.

He also said there was 
another reason which he declined to make 
in public but which was afterward brought 
out, and was that he drawn more 
money than he should and to this

Planting Is being finished as 
fast as possible. 

The showers of the 19th, 21st and 22d 
gave from one-half to three-fourths inch 
of rain over all but the northwestern 
part of Connecticut, and cultivated 
ground is now quite thoroughly soaked, 
put grass land needs more rain to give 
best results.
